Ju d g e R ix opened his C ourt this m orning. 
Sheriff Tom C unningham of San Joaquin 
county appeared an d presented a w arran t 
w hich had been issued by Justice of the 
Peace Sw ain of Stockton for the arrest of 
Ju stice Field. 
Judge R ix wa3 a?ked to in ­ 
dorse th e w arrant. 
A fter consulting w ith 
Prosecuting A tto rm y D unne, his H o n o r de­ 
cided th at he w ould n ot com ply w ith the 
reqQHtt u n til he had received the advice of 
tn e ljf tf n c t A ttorney in the m atter. 
'D o I 
understand you to refuse to indorse th e 
w arran t? ” 
asked' Sheriff 
C unningham . 
“ U ntil I have heard th e opinion of the 
D istrict A ttorney, th at is m y decision,” re ­ 
plied th e Judge. 
“ A t present, how ever, I 
th in k it is m y d uty to sign the w arrant, 
b u t I tb in k th at in a m atter of such grave 
im portance it is but rig h t th at I get all th e 
light on th e subject possible. 
I w ill send 
for Mr. Page and set the m atter fur 11 
o’clock.” .At 11 o'clock D istrict A ttorney 
Page 
having been sum m oned by tele­ 
phone, Sheriff C unningham , C hief Crowley, 
Captain Lees, A ssistant D istrict A ttorney 
W . M. Gibson of Stockton, M r. Page and 
Ju d g e Louderback. w ho appeared for J u s ­ 
tice Field, entered th e C onrt-room . 


TH E OPINIONS OF ATTOBNEVS. 
Judge R ix asked Mr. D unne w hat he 
th o u g h t of the m atter, and the Prosecuting 
A ttorney said he th o u g h t it was th e Judge's 
d u ty to sign the w arrant if it w as regular. 
H is H onor then asked Mr. P age's opinion, 
and the latter said: 
"1 have n o th in g to 
say beyond the fact th at if the w arrant is 
regular on its face I should th in k vour 
H onor should sign it, w ith o u t in q u irin g 
in to the ind iv id u ality o f th e person it 
nam ed.” 
“ I have never from the first had any 
doubt,” said Ju d g e R ix, “ hut w hat it was 
proper for m e to indorse the w arrant.” 
•Ju d g e Louder back here in terru p ted bv 
stating th at the Court had discretion in the 
m atter of indorsing th e w arrant, and if he 
h ad any doubt about it he could take testi­ 
m ony. 
“ W ell,” said the Judge, “it w ould be a 
pretty m atter if in th e case of every w arrant 
draw n outside of this city and county w hich 
is presented to m e for indorsem ent I should 
tak e testim ony. 
Mr. Clerk, please draw up 
th e necessary papers for m e.” 
“ B ut, your H onor,” said Judge Louder- 
back, "th e evident object o f th e law is to 
afford som e protection to persons from be­ 
in g dragged out of this connty w ithout a 
crim e having been com m itted. 
T his is a 
m alicious in su lt offered to a Justice of the 
S uprem e C ourt of the U nited States in order 
to gratify th e venom o f a spiteful w om an.” 
“ We are all agreed on th at p o in t,” said 
M r. D unne. 
“ B ut this C ourt has no alter­ 
n ative th an to countersign th e w arrant, 
w hich has been regularly draw n and p re­ 
sented.” 
TH E WARRANT INDORSED. 
“ It m akes no difference w ho the person 
nam ed in th e w arrant is,” said Judge Rix; 
but he was interrupted by Judge Louder- 
back, w ho hotly contended th at it did 
m ake a difference w hen th at person was 
k now n to be a Suprem e Court Justice. 
T his line of discu sión was followed for 
som e tim e, Mr. D unne joining. 
A t length 
h is H onor said th a t he did not w ish to 
h ear any m ore, b u t Mr. Louderback con­ 
tin u ed in a speech severely com m enting on 
M rs. T erry, and enlarging on th e indignity 
w hich was about to he put ou Justice Field. 
Ju d g e R ix finally settled th e m atter by 
saying: 
“I have alm ost expressed m yself 
in the sam e way, as yo u are now doing. 
Judge Louderback. yet I am satisfied th at 
it is m y dutv to sign th e w arrant, and I 
do n ’t propose to sh irk th at duty, how ever 
u npleasant it m ay be to m e or how m uch 
I dislike to do it.” 
M r. D unne then rem arked that the w ar­ 
rant on its face com plied w ith alt th e re­ 
q uirem ents of th e statutes aud th e Court 
h ad n o th in g to do w ith th e m aliciousness 
of its issuance. 
“ Call th e n ex t case,” he 
concluded, and Sheriff C unningham left 
th e Court, the indorsed w arrant in his pos­ 
session. 
W hen asked w hen and w here the 
w arran t w ould be served, Mr. C unningham 
replied th at he had appointed to meet 
Justice Field at 1 o’clock at the U nited 
States C ircuit Court, w here h e w ould be 
taken in to oHstody. 


TH E JUSTICE TAKES A DRIVE. 
Justice F ield, Ju d g e Lorenzo Saw yer and 
G eorge C. G orham took an early ride this 
m orning, driving as far ss th e Cliff H ouse, 
w here they took breakfast. 
T here were no 
C ourt affairs to com pel the speedy return 
of the Judges, so they enjoyed a leisurely 
visit at th e oceanside resort, retu rn in g to 
th e city before noon. 
_ Sheriff' C unningham told a friend th at he 
intended to serve th e w arrant for Justice 
F ield's arrest as soon as th e latter had con­ 
cluded breakfast, but as the retu rn of the 
party from th e Cliff was not u n til late, the 
action of the Sheriff was deferred. 
M eanw hile U nited States D istrict A tto r­ 
ney Carey and others interested in the case 
in behalf of Justice Field were no t idle. 
Vet v little could be learned of th eir actioDS, 
for they kept very quiet, bu t the general 
u n d erstan d in g was th at proper habeas cor­ 
pus proceeding.* w ould be instituted to p re­ 
vent Justice Field from being taken to Stock­ 
ton as the prisoner of San Joaquin co u n ty ’s 
S heriff 
T he feeling aruong Justice F ield ’s 
friends was that the com plaint was sw orn 
to by M rs. T erry w ith the m ain idea of se­ 
curing Justice F ield's presence in Stock­ 
ton, th at there she m ight have opportunity 
to attack h im . 
H e will n * g o to Stock­ 
to n ,” was the confident t.rtdiction o f one 
o f h is w arm est friends and supporters. 
THE W \ERANT SERVED. 
By agre. 
ut all interested in th e m atter 
asse.nib. il about 1 o'clock th is afternoon 
in Judge Saw yer's cham bers in th e Ap- 
w aiser s building. 
It had been given out 
that th e w arrant w ould then be served. 
A 
n u m b er of Ju stice F ield's friends and m any 
p ress'represe- tatives w ere on band. 
W hen th e throng entered the cham bers 
Ju stice Field was sitting qnietly at a desk. 
By his tid e were C hief of Police Crowley, 
ex Ju 
Evans, M arshal Franks. L S. 6. 
Sawye r and others. 
A m ong those w ho e n ­ 
tered he room as Sheriff C unningham ad­ 
vanced an d read the w arrant of arrest to 
J u tice F ield w ere R. J . W ilson, S tu art 
T aylor, C lem ent B ennett, H . P. Shed.I, 
George C. G orham . Ju d g e Brew er of Illi­ 
nois, H enry T hom pson, J . E. M cE lrath, 
Ju d g e Cope, W . F . H errin aud m any 
others. 
S heriff C unningham read th e w arrant. 
Justice Field toon it, read it an d said : 
“ I ’ve n o doubt this is all rig h t. 
I sub­ 
m it. 
Y ou m ay consider m e in vour cus­ 
tody.” 
HABEAS CORPl’S PROCEEDINGS. 
T he attorneys for Ju stice Field then 
busied them selves w ith habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings. 
Mr. Carey. Mr. H errin an d Cle­ 
m ent B ennett, official reporter, w ent before 
Judge Saw yer w ith a 
petition already- 
draw n up. 
Judge Saw yer prom ptly o r­ 
dered the w rit issued. 
A fter the habeas corpns w rit was served 
on th e 8heriff it was agreed th at all should 
go im m ediately into th e C ircuit Court, 
w here the w rit was retu rn ab le before Judge 
Saw yer. 
Justice Field went into the Court by pri­ 


vate entrance, arm in arm w ith Sheriff 
C unningham . 
Judge H offm an. Ju d g e Sabin aud Judge 
Saw yer took seats on the bench. 
Justice 
Field took a seat in the jury-box. 
On one 
side of him sat R ussel W ilson, on the other 
W. F ra n k Goad. 
Sheriff C unningham . U nited States M ar­ 
shal F ranks, aud D istrict A ttorney Carey 
sat together fronting th e C ourt, and Mr. 
Carey announced th e object of th eir p res­ 
ence. 
A form al retu rn was th en m ade to th e 
w rit. 
A ttorney Carey- asked th a t a prom pt 
hearing be had, an d th at m eanw hile th e 
petitioner be tu rn ed over to th e U nited 
States M arshal and released on h is ow n re­ 
cognizance. 
Sheriff C unningham said h e h ad n o ob­ 
jection, and it was accordingly ordered 
th at Justice F ield be released on h is ow n 
recognizance, and th at the m atter be set 
dow n for hearing on T hursday n ex t. 


j u s t i c e f i e l d ’s p e t i t i o n . 
T he pelitiou for th e w rit w as m ade by 
Justice F ield him self. 
It fills over a dozen 
type w ritten pages, sets forth in detail the 
facts of the case as already know n, leading 
up to th e tim e w hen a t th e breakfast table 
at L athrop he was “m aliciously and w ick­ 
edly assaulted from behind w ithout any 
forew arning, by 
saiji 
D avid 
S. T erry, 
w hich said assault was no t provoked by 
any act. w ord or deed done or said by your 
petitioner, and th a t said assault was m ade 
under the ¡'allowing antecedent statem ent 
of facls.” 
T ne d etai's o f th e contem pt proceedings 
of Septem ber last, w hen M rs. T erry caused 
a scene in Court, are th e n .se t forth. 
It is 
said th at at th e tim e of th e com m ission of 
“ the said contem pt by T erry and h is wife, 
and th eir arrests, convictions an d sentences 
therefor, and at divers sundry tim es and 
places since, your petitioner is inform ed 
and believes, and upon such inform ation 
an d belief alleges th at th e said T erry and 
wife have respectively threatened th a t at 
th e first opportunity they w ould in su lt, as­ 
sault and k ill your -petitioner for and on 
accouut of the acts done in th e discharge of 
th e duties devolving upon your petitioner 
as Associate Justice of th e U nited States 
Suprem e Court, and said T erry repeatedly 
and frequently declared he w ould get even 
w ith your petitioner.” 
* 
A fter the break fast-table scene is de­ 
scribed and it is set forth th at petitioner 
was accom panied by Nagle, w ho, it is said, 
was detailed to accom pany h im u n d er in ­ 
structions from 
A ttoruey-G eueral M iller 
and M arshal F ran k s, the affidavit and p eti­ 
tion continues : “ T h at your petitioner in 
no w av or m an n er defended or protee’ed 
him self, or gave utterance to any directions 
to said DavM Xagle, D eputy U nited States 
M arshal aforesaid, or to any other person, 
an d was m ereiy present at th e place afore­ 
said, going from th e city ot Los A ngeles to 
the city of San Francisco in th e discharge 
o f his official duties as Associate Justice of 
the U nited States Suprem e Court, to hold 
Court at th e city of San Francisco, N in th 
Circuit, in and for the N orthern D istrict of 
C alifornia; and your petitioner was not 
then, n o r has he been at any tim e for m any 
years arm ed w ith any w eapon w hatever, 
no r has he used any w eapon w hatever. 
“ T h at u n d er th e circum stances detailed, 
th e said Sarah A lthea T erry, as your p eti­ 
tioner is inform ed an d believes, an d upon 
such inform ation and belief alleges, falsely 
and m aliciously sw ore out the w arran t for 
arrest.” 
T he w arrant of arrest charging Ju stice 
F ield w ith m urder jointly w ith N agle is 
attached to th e petition. 
It is set forth 
fu rth er in th e petition, after th e w arrant 
attaeh*d is referred to, th at petitioner is 
holding Court, and arrest and lem oval 
w ould seriously interfere w ith and in te r­ 
ru p t h is official duties, such interference 
being contrary to th e provisions of th e C on­ 
stitution. 
It is asserted th at in the C ircuit 
Court, d u rin g th e trial of th e Sharon case 
issues, th at it was proven and held th at the 
com plainant, S arah A lthea T erry, was "an 
abandoned w om an w ithout veracity.” 
It 
is said th at the facts asserted in th e com ­ 
plaint are incapable of proof, an d it is re ­ 
m arked fu rth er th a t th is w ould have been 
realized by th e D istrict A ttorney of San 
Joaquin and the Justice of th e Peace issu ­ 
ing th e w arrant had they ascertained th e 
tru th of the affair. 


TH E CASE OF NAGLE. 
U uited States M arshal F ra n k s has been 
busy, w ith other friends of Nagle, endeavor­ 
ing to secure th e release of the latter on 
bail. 
Mr. F ran k s gives no credence to th e 
reports circulated 
by 
som e in d ustrious 
new spaper correspondents at Stockton con­ 
cerning a possible attack on th e San J o a ­ 
quin C ounty Jail, w here Xagle is confined. 
Mr. F ra n k s feels th at X aele did only his 
duty, and is entitled to his liberty pending 
both iiis exam ination apd trial. 
It was anticipated th at som e m em ber of 
th e Bar, friendly to deceased, w ould to-day 
suggest, by iorm al m otion, th e ad jo u rn ­ 
m ent of th e U nited States C ourts in respect 
to the dead law yer’s m em ory, but the ex ­ 
pected action was not taken. 
It is u n d er­ 
stood th a t the gentlem en w ho w ere to 
m ake the proposed m otions w ere prevented 
from doing so by the advice ot influential 
m em bers of th e local bar. 


TUF. SUPREM E COURT REFUSES TO ADJOURN. 
Long before 10 o'clock th is m o rn in g th e 
room s of th e Suprem e Court of C alifornia 
w ere crow ded w ith law yers and politicians, 
th e new s having been circulated th at a 
m otion w ould be m ade to adjourn th e 
C ourt out of respect to th e m em ory of th e 
late Judge T erry. 
S hortly after the clock 
had struck th e h o u r A ttorney C rittenden, 
clad in funeral black even to his necktie, 
entered th e room , and for a few m inutes 
stood conversing w ith his in tim ate triends. 
A t 10:10 the doors of th e cham bers opened 
an d th e seven Justices of th e Suprem e 
Court of C alifornia filed in and took th e ir 
seats. 
A ttorney C rittenden, w ho rem ained 
standing after the others in th e Court room 
had resum ed th eir seats, then addressed 
the Court as follows : 
"A s a w arm personal friend of Ju d g e 
T erry, I w ould be cold indeed if I did no t 
present to this C ourt the m otion I intend 
to m ake this m orning. 
F o r th e past th irty 
years Judge T erry has been a friend to m e 
and m y fam ily, and I have been a friend of 
his. 
F o r m any years Judge T erry was a 
Ju stice o f this Court aud for a portion of 
th e tim e presided over it. 
I, therefore, 
m ove that, ou t of respect to his m em ory, 
this C ourt adjourn on the day of his funeral 
—to-day. 
1 ask nothing m ore th an is cus­ 
tom ary in th e prem ises.” 
D uring M r. C rittenden’s address 
th e 
Justices set back in th eir chairs, and as 
soon as h e had finished C hief Justice 
Beatty leaned forw ard aud s a id : 
Mr. C rittenden, I am sorry, after the in ­ 
tim ation w hich you received yesterday, 
th at you have pressed this m otion. W bilft 
it is trnc th at Judge T erry was ODCe P re­ 
siding Justice of th is Court, still, ow ing to 
th e circum stances under w hich he m et his I 
d eath, th is Court deem s it best to pass the 
m atter in silence.” 
T wo of th e Justices after th e rem ark s of 
Ju stice B eattv, in w hich they all concurred, 
left th eir seats, and M r."Crittenden, a t­ 
tended by one or tw o friends left th e C ourt­ 
room .

S t o c k t o n A ugust 16th.—T he in term en t 
of David S. T erry was m arked by no de­ 
m onstration on Mrs. T erry ’s part. 
It was 
intended th at she should n o t be allow ed to 
leave the carriage, hut it was evident th at 
if th e idea was carried out a scene w ould 
ensue. It was then decided th a t she should 
take a last look after th e coffin bad been 
deposited in its resting place, w hich was 
done. 
Beyond h er grief-stricken rem arks 
relative to h er departed husband the affair 
closed. 
She could no t be consoled, an d her 
grief was allow ed to have its w»y. 
From 
th e cem etery she was quickly driven to th e 
Y osem ite H ouse, w here she "now is. Ju d g e 
T u rn er, W ilson an d Langdon rem ain here 
w ith her. 
Law yers G rady a n a W elch, of 
F resno, have departed, and Mrs. T errv's 
brother. M organ B. H ill, left for San F ra n ­ 
cisco th is evening on th e steam er. 
T he last rites in connection w ith th e 
k illin g of T erry have taken place, and the 
supposition th at an o th er act w ould be 


added to the already long dram a has not 
been verified. 
T he luneral was largely attended, persons 
from m any sections of th e State being 
present. 
M rs. T erry was no t in a condition to be 
interview ed, and a Call reporter sought out 
Ju d g e T urner. 
In rep ly to questions, he 
m ade the follow ing sta te m e n t: 
" I am unable to state th e future m ove­ 
m ents o f M rs. T erry. 
She m av leave to­ 
m orrow and she m ay stay u n til after the 
Dreliminary exam ination of Xagle, w hich 
is set for W ednesday n ext. 
She is a grief- 
stricken w om an and m u st be allow ed som e 
little tim e for reflection. 
I cannot u n d e r­ 
stand th e proceedings to-day in San F ra n ­ 
cisco, in w hich Field took the principal 
role. 
I look up <n it ss a farce.” 
“ W hat do you say in relation to th e ru ­ 
m or th at Ingersoll or B utler w ill be em ­ 
ployed to conduct th e prosecution ?” was 
asked. 
T he ru m o r is no doubt well founded, 
bu t 1 do no t care to discuss it ju st now. 
Y ou can state, how ever, that th e best coun­ 
sel th a t the country can producé will be 
em ployed by the friends of Ju d g e T erry. 
In connection w ith m yself I cannot say 
just yet w hat I w ill do. 
C ircum stances 
m ay arise w hich w ill detain M essrs. Lang- 
don A W ilson, as well as m yself.” 
“ W hat about releasing Xagle on a w rit 
of habeas corpus.” 
W ell, w hat about it? said th e Judge. 
“If they determ ine to release him w hat 
can we do?” 
• 
"T here is one th in g ,” said th e Judge, 
“ the reporting of this tragedy by th e papers 
has no doubt been carried out according 
to instructions laid ou t th e reporters, but it 
is a sham e th e w ay th at som e of them 
have acted, especially in connection w ith 
th e proceedings in th e church. 
M rs. T erry 
was dogged by som e of them in a heartless 
way, and w ithout respect for th e solem n 
occasion or for th e dead.” 
The Ju d g e stated he was confident th at 
pubiic sentim ent was changing. 
Those 
w ho had rem ained q uiet w ere now freely 
expressing opinions against the killing of 
Terry in such a m anner. 
“ How th e ru m o r of her having possession 
of th e pistol again gained circulation I am 
unable to tell. 
It is a base lie. 
T he pistol 
has never been retu rn ed to her, and she 
has never asked for it. 
W hen I arrived 
here th e first th in g I asked for was the 
w eapon. 
She stated th a t it had been taken 
from her. 
I th en m ade h er prom ise th at 
it should rem ain w here it was, and she 
has never laid han d s on it.” 
T he M ail prints a statem ent th at a dis- 
p u 'e occurred before th e body w as re ­ 
m oved from the m orgue. 
Mrs. T erry discovered th at C linton Terry, 
a son ot th e deceased, had ordered the 
grave to be dug betw een th e graves of the 
form er M rs, T erry and the deceased's son. 
She w anted to have it located so th a t w hen 
she herself died, she m ight be iaid by the 
side of h im w ho had so gallantly" p ro­ 
tected her. 
To the M ail m an, w ho entered the room 
w here th e cotfined corpse lay, she at once 
said : 
_ “ Ob, M r . 
, do n ’t you th in k it is terri­ 
ble the way C linton has done ? 
I w ant to 
be placed by the side of m y poor, dead 
sw eetheart, and if they bury h im there I 
cannot.” 
Law yer G rady, H . C. W ilson an d M or­ 
gan H ili (brother of the bereaved w om an) 
were present in th e apartm ent. 
' C linton T erry—pale-faced and suffering 
m en tally —occupied a chair in th e ad jo in ­ 
ing office of the undertaker. 
Mr. H ill sat 
on a 'o u n g e a few feet d istant from Mrs. 
T erry and was endeavoring to have her 
acquiesce to the arrangem ents w hich had 
been effected in regard to the grave. 
“ It is perfectly proper,” argued M r. H ill, 
“ th at he should be buried betw een th e 
bodies o f his wife and son.” 
“ A m I no t his wife, to o ?" she dem anded, 
ra th e r sharply. 
“Y es, certainly, but yon are not dead.” 
“ I th in k it is only rig h t to see th at w hen 
I am dead I m ay be in terred 'at his side.” 
M r. G rady stepped up an d begged her 
n ot to continue in h er opposition to the 
arrangem ent. 
“ C linton has given the or­ 
der,” he urged, ‘‘ and th e grave is dug.” 
“ B u t he had no rig h t to,” persisted Mrs. 
T erry. 
" H e is his son.” 
_ “ T he sons have no rig h t to do that. 
It 
is for m e, his wife, to look ou t for the 
burial, and I w ant m y husband interred 
w here I can be pu t at his side.” 
■ B n t do n ’t do this,” interposed Mr. H i l l ; 
“ don t m ake a scene. 
T he papers will get 
hold of all th is.” 
Mrs. T erry declared she was not m a k i n g 
a s c e n e ; a n d in d e e d she w » 3 not, for her 
w o r d s w e r e d e l iv e r e d q u i e t l y , in a p l e a d ­ 
in g , s u p p l i c a t i n g m a n n e r , to a fe w f r ie n d s . 
Mr. G rady argued th a t her objection cam e 
too late, for th e funeral w ould take place 
in three hours. 
She replied th a t need m ake no difference 
for she could have th e rem ains placed in 
the v ault and th e funeral could proceed 
w ithont interruption. 
M r. G rady and Mr. H ill retorted th at 
C linton Terry w ould never consent to this, 
and consequently a squabble w ould result. 
T his declaration bad th e desired effect and 
she consented to th e in term en t of th e body 
in the grave dug. 
On th e coffin lay various floral designs. 
One of them bore th e word “ R est,” w orked 
in flowers. 
Below th is was a floral star. 
F rom m idday u n til alm ost the h o u r for 
th e funeral people were com ing in to see 
th e rem ains 
T he chancel of th e church 
was tastefully decorated w ith flowers and 
bouquets sat on th e sills ot the raised 
window s, through w hich a .m ellow light 
floated in to th e vaulted room . 
X'3gle is reported to be confident th at he 
w ill escape p u nishm ent. 
M rs. Terry has 
se n t for W . W . Foote and P at R eddy to 
assist in the prosecution. 
Xagle was qnietly arraigned before J u s ­ 
tice of th e Peace Sw ain yesterday, the m at­ 
ter being hushed u p to" avoid a crow d. 
It 
was decided to hold th e p relim in ary ex am ­ 
ination on W ednesday next. 
A ttorney M cPike w as seen about the 
streets to day. 
H e is actively engaged on 
th e case for the defense. 
H e retu rn ed from 
Lathrop. the scene of the shooting, w here 
he had gone to gather inform ation.

controversy w ith Judge Field, and struck 
h im in th e face in th e heat of passion, 
there tyould have been som e excuse for the 
act, for m en less passionate th an Judge 
Terry cannot alw ays bold th eir passions in 
subjugation. 
B ut "to rise u p from his seat, 
w alk over to w here Ju stice F ield was sit­ 
ting, and then w ithont u tterin g one w ord 
to strike him in th e face was a deliberate 
insult, deserving of th e p u n ish m en t it re­ 
ceived. 
H ad T erry fired a sh o t at Judge F ield, 
fired w ith a deliberate aim and m urderous 
in ten t, it w ould no t have been so bad as to 
perform th e insulting act w hich h e did.

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FISHIHG FOR TREASURES. 


THE DRAGONS THAT GUARD THE GOL­

Pearl-fishing has its fascinations, even 
to the distant looker-on, although he 
knows there is little possibility that any 
of the treasures brought up will ever 
fall into his hands. W ith what interest 
he watches preparations as the fleet of 
small sail-boats collects on the spot to be 
searched, and the fishers prepare to de­ 
scend—in what suspense does he wait dur­ 
ing the few seconds that seem like hours, 
while the venturesome diver is below the 
surface, walking amid dangers unknown— 
with what breathless anxiety, as the ex­ 
hausted toiler of the sea is hauled up 
again, apparently more dead than ali re, 
yet taking good care of his precious sack 
of shells, in spite of : harks or whatever 
may betide. 
The best time of year for pearl fishing 
is between the first of May and the last 
of October, and the best time of day is 
from sunrise until noon, the remaining 
hours until dark being employed in open­ 
ing the oysters and searching them for 
gems. It is a well-known fact that, though 
the pearls lie fathoms dec-p, the fishing 
season is much affected by rain. Through 
one of Nature’s mysterious processes, the 
“sweet water” from the clouds kills the 
weeds and grasses growing at the bottom 
of the sea. 
Soon as this submarine vege­ 
tation dies, it rises to the salty surface and 
is blown ashore by a strong wind. This 
leaves the sandy floor cf the gulf free from 
the tall and tangled shelter under which 
the pearl-oysters hide, and the divers can 
find them with much less trouble. After 
the rainy season is over, the waters remain 
Comparatively clear for months, during 
which time work is vigorously prosecuted. 
In some places along the coast quantities 
of pearl shelis have been washed ashore 
by hurricanes; but sffange to say, none 
bearing the fruit so eagerly sought have 
j?ycr allowed themselves to be stranded, 
but cling tenaciously to rocks and corals. 
AT T H E BOTTOM OF T H E SEA. 
It is estimated that fully one-quarter ofj 
the entire population of Lower California 
is interested in pearl-fishing. The vessels 
used are called “ plungers,” generally of 
two or three tons burden, each manned by 
a crew of six, including one diver. Messrs. 
Gonzales & Rufib employ twenty-one of 
these vessels and as many divers; and 
others who hold Government “rights” send 
out many more. 
1 was so fortunate as to be possessed of a 
letter of introduction to the present owner 
of the fisheries in Ventana Bay, and there 
obtained my first near view of the modus 
operandi, from first to last, without which 
I could uever have left the spot with any 
degree of satisfaction. Where will not 
curiosity, the heritage of the sex, lure any 
daughter of Eve? It has led me over 
hights and into depths and through perils 
innumerable in many strange corners of 
creation—into mines of gold and silver and 
copper and coal; into gruesome caverns 
and the craters of volcanoes; to search 
for opals at Amaleo and Queretaro, 
for carbuncles among the mountains 
of Sonora, topaz 
in Durango, emer­ 
alds- at 
Tejapileo, 
and 
amethysts 
in Jalisco; and it was this same spirit of 
feminine curiosity that actuated our early 
ancestress in her interview with the ser­ 
pent, not journalistic ambition or the pur­ 
suit of knowledge that induced me to go 
pearl fishing—to risk life and limb for the 
sake of holding in my hand a lew grayish 
particles, fresh from the sea, of carbonate 
of lime mixed with organic matter. 
Ventana Bay lies midway between Cape 
San Lucas and Malege, in a sort of semi­ 
circle, thirteen miles long and six miles 
deep, protected from winds and breakers. 
Were a romancer looking the wide world 
over for some secluded place to people 
with ocean castaways, a la Robinson 
Crusoe, here is the very spot—minus the I 
beauties which that ancient mariner dis­ 
covered on his desert island. The country 
•hereabouts is 
. 
IN DES. RIBA BLY EON ESOM E. 
Burning sands, unprinted by human foot, 
broken here and there by precipitous 
cliffs, the eternal silence broken only by 
screaming gulls and the restless dashing of 
the waves. Lying oil' this lonesome coast, 
however, are a hundred islands, great and 
small, all more or less picturesque or fer­ 
tile ; and between them and the barren 
beach are the fisheries. 
Near the shore, which, with low undula­ 
tions, stretches back to the unexplored I 
mountains, lies the little village of La ! 
Ventana. A tolerable road leads to San j 
Antonie—a distance of fifteen miles— ! 
where are the celebrated “Triunfo” silver j 
mines. At one time all the product of ¡ 
these mines was brought t.> San Antonio ' 
for shipment, but at present it is taken to I 
La Paz, some thirty miles away. 
To the | 
south stretches an extensive plain, covered . 
with sand and cacti, and on the north the ¡ 
coast hills rise from the water’s edge, form- 1 
ing, with the high peaks of the interior, j 
an almost unbroken chain to the point of i 
the peninsula. About seven miles from I 
this place are those much-talked-of twin i 
peak-, called Los t’acachiles, standing a j 
mile apart, each four thousand feet high, j 
In them are veins of copper, silver and j 
gold, which are being worked by a Texas 
syndicate, under the management of Mr. 
Chas. E. Hall, a New York mining ex­ 
pert.The oyster-beds facing Ventana cover a 
tract fifteen miles square, which for many 
generations lias been in the possession of j 
one family. Through the courtesy of the : 
present owner, the dc-ire of my heart was 
gratified, and 1 was at last perm-tied to go ¡ 
pearl-fishing. 
Our boat was aseven-tou affair, “manned” 
by four oarsmen, three divers, a cook, the 
telegraph-rope man, the owner and his 
spouse aud your corres|>ondent. Arriving^ 
at the spot to he searched, just as the su n j 
came peering over the mountains, anchor I 
was cast, and a Yaqui diver, with his knife i 
between his teeth and a big stone in his ¡ 
hand, scrambled over the side of the boat ¡ 
and dropped out ef sight like a lump of 
lead, lie was sent out merely as a scout, 
to .report whether 'the locality was worth 
working. 
In less than a minute he came 
up, puffing like a porpoise, with the ver­ 
dict ol rito bastante, “rich enough.” 
Then the machine men prepared for busi­ 
ness. 
They were good-looking, lusty 
young fellows, but became objects of terror 
when once inside 
THEIR UROTF.sqUE ARMOR, 
W ith its bulging optics—the more un­ 
canny when dimly seen among the deut- 
zens of the deep, through twenty fathoms 
of water! Imagine a stout six-footer, car­ 
rying 200 pounds of his own weighty cov­ 
ered with forty pounds of armor on his 
chest, twenty pounds on his back, plates of 
iron inclosing his arms and legs, immense 
leaden shoes on his feet, and a massive 
helmet on his head with great, gaping 
lanterns for eyes—and you will no longer 
wonder why sharks flee in dismay before 
such an apparition, and even the fierce 
man-eaters desire a more digestible meal. 
Through the clear, greenish crystal we 
could watch their downward course—one 
climbing hand over hand along the anchor 
chain, the other taking a header straight 
to the bottom—till a sudden darkening of 
the waters announced that their leaden 
shoes were upon the soft sand of the ocean 
floor. The telegraph man in the boat held 


his wire with hand as steady as though its 
nerves were of steel, and soon the precon­ 
certed signal announced that- the divers 
were all right and the field was good. 
Thus for three mortal hoars we waited, 
while the tropic sun heat pitilessly upon 
our blistering noses, consumed with fear 
for the fate of our late companions walk­ 
ing the coral-paved avenues of that sun­ 
less eitv, fathoms below, which imagina­ 
tion peopled with mermaids and sea ser­ 
pents and other fearful creatures. 
At length the unsetn ope-ators below 
telegraphed to be brought to the surface, 
and being speedily hauled up, appeaVed 
not much the worse for their long sub­ 
marine experience—thanks to the metal 
clothes, with their admirable breathing 
apparatus. Each had his basket full of 
shells, but whether it held fortune or fail­ 
ure could not be determined until they 
were opened on land in presence of the 
proper authorities. The diver is expected 
to exercise 
JUDGMENT IN SELECTIN'!; 
The oysters, leaving undisturbed the 
younger growth; while it is well-known 
that the oldest aud largest shells seldom 
contain any pearls, though they are often 
brought up for the value of the shells. The 
native divers depend a good deal upon 
charms, signs and incantations, and call 
devoutly upon Santa Guadalupe and all 
the other saints and saintessts for miracu­ 
lous evidence in the selection. 
On rising to the surface, each empties 
liis basket or bag into the nearest surf- 
bjat, which, under careful guard, delivers 
the load to the waiting schooners, the 
latter discharging its accumulated cargo 
on shore, when the day's fishing is con­ 
cluded. 
A very strict police system is 
maintained to prevent thieving,' yet, in 
spite of all precaution it is constantly go­ 
ing on. No sooner has the vessel deposited 
its cargo than it is immediately sur­ 
rounded by armed soldiers, while the shells 
are being opened and searched for gems. 
When the little ivory treasures haye 
been collected, their value is estimated 
and a settlement made at once with the 
divers, who usually receive twenty-five per 
cent, of the total find, paid by an allot­ 
ment of the pearls and shells taken during 
the day. And generally the European 
agents on the spot have gobbled every­ 
thing of account before it leaves the iii- 
closure. This makes the diver’s income 
rather uncertain, hut is better both for 
master and man, as inciting a naturally 
indolent race to greater diligence. Though 
the fishing season occupies but half the 
year, the profits of the divers should be 
sufficient to maintain them in comfort dur­ 
ing the months of idleness, allowing a 
wide margin for the gambling aud other 
extravagances to which they are univers­ 
ally addicted. 
It frequently happen?, 
however, that a diver, having diank and 
gambled himself into abject poverty be­ 
fore the working season again rolls around, 
goes about offering a genuine treasure for 
a few shillings, or for a bottle of mescal; 
hut if the European agents are gone he 
can hardly dispose of it at any price. 
The Indian divers are 
WONDERFUL SWIMMERS, 
Apparently as much at home in the sea as 
are the finny tribes themselves. 
They 
brave all manner of marine monsters with­ 
out the slightest fear, and show wonderful 
skill in their work. 
They can swim 
equally well with one hand and one foot 
or with both feet and hands while they 
rapidly knock off the shell from the reefs 
and rocks to which they so tenaciously 
chng, and cram them into a sack of woven 
maguey liber suspended by a rope around 
the neck. A knife, or a short, stout stick, 
serves both for weapon and implement; 
and while tearing up the shells he con­ 
tinually runs from side to side, in order to 
elude the vigilance of his marine foes be­ 
stirring up the sand and rendering the 
water turbid. 
The fatigue of diving without apparatus 
is very great, and the fishers frequently 
discharge quantities of blood and water 
from the ears and nostrils on being drawn 
into the boat; hut thisdoes not hinder them 
from making forty or fifty plunges in course 
of a day. They generally remain under 
water about two minutes at a time; a few 
are able to endure it three or four minutes 
without any patent breathiug apparatus— 
and we are assured that an Anjauga In­ 
dian will remain submerged six minutes! 
The peninsular divers, having been almost 
born in the water,seem to have acquired an 
amphibious nature, akin to that of the 
South Sea islanders, and if travelers amuse 
themselves by tossing overboard handfuls 
of small coin, they will “duck” for it like 
lightning, and come up laughingly with 
every piece. 
One of the most successful fishers on the 
California coast is the owner of some 
pearl-oyster beds near Malege, who em­ 
ploys only Indian divers. Everyday dur­ 
ing the season he sends- out twenty surf- 
boats, each containing twenty-one men, 
including ten divers. The latter go down 
alternately, live at a tim e; thus keeping 
the work constantly in progress, while 
half the divers are recovering from the 
consequent fatigue. Each boat is fur­ 
nished with five large perforated stones, 
pyramidal-shaped, and rounded at ton and 
bottom. To each of these is fixed a rope, 
and a diver, when about to plunge, seizes 
one of the ropes with the toes of his 
right foot, while to the other foot he sus­ 
pends his network hag. Then he grasps 
another rope with his right hand, while I 
with his left he keeps the water out of his 
nostrils, 
FIGH TS H IS D EEP SEA ENEM IES 
And fills his bag with shells. On no ac­ 
count must he let go the rope in his right 
hand, for by it only can he signal those 
above to pull him up when the unnatural 
element can no longer he endured. AVe 
read that a similar process is made use of 
in Ceylon, where the divers become so 
dextrous with their feet as to use their 
toes as other people do their fingers, in 
threading needles, picking up straws, etc. 
The complete indifference of the divers 
to that source of terror to novices—the 
sharks that infest the shining waters—is 
scarcely less astonishing than their skill in 
destroying the monsters. Of the hundreds 
who daily go down into the deep, scarcely 
a diver is ever injured; hut ii is not un­ 
common for careless schooner boys to be 
snapped overboard or left to sink down 
among the oyster-beds, shorn of a leg or 
arm. W hether the diver’s skill has be­ 
come a matter of tradition among the 
Wiark family, I cannot say, but certain it 
is that while the huge monsters avoid him 
as a natural encinv, and never venture into 
close quarters unless urged to battle by ex­ 
cessive Lunger, they seem to be eternally 
on the lookout for land-lubl>ers, and can 
distinguish one with the eye of a connis- 
seur.If a hungry shark insists on making a 
meal of a diver he almost invariably gets 
the worst of it. Armed only with his 
knife, or short stout stick, the wily Indian 
plays around the huge fish until the mon­ 
ster flop over on his side, so as to bring his 
lance-like teeth into better action; and 
tl.en, just as the terrible jaws are about to 
dose, lie forces the kuife or stick, gras[>ed 
firmly in the middle, upright into the 
shark’s radTith, thus “spiking” him as 
effectually as General Scott did the Mexi­ 
can cannon at Chapultepec. 
Frequently, 
espying a big black “man-eater,” the diver 
plunges verboard and engages the monster 
in conflict, merely for the sport of it, goad­ 
ing the great fish to lnry by thrusts and 
scratches and then dispatching him by 
one sure blow. 
Sometimes, alas! the operation is not 
successfully performed, and the brave fel­ 
low rises no more from the nnder world— 
on! v a momentary reddening of the waters 
telling his terrible fate.

There appeared a few days since a brief 
article, which took the ground that “the 
late hours into the night which it is neces­ 
sary for the actor to keep, and the excite­ 
ment attending the work of the profession, 
to say nothing of breathing the bad air of 
the theater in front of the stage, and being 
subjected, when heated, to the draughts 
on and behind it, would, in any ordinary 
process or reasoning, argue ill for long life 
to an actor. Yet the late John Gilbert is 
only one of several instances proving that, 
where actors take ordinary care of them­ 
selves, they are long-lived in their calling. 
The early deaths in it are mostly to be 
traced to excesses or indiscretion.” Time 
was when the argument might apply, but 
nowadays it has no apparent significance. 
Owing to the present state of our drama— 
the desire on the part of our audience to 
see hut one piece acted of a night, the run 
of that piece sometimes for an entire sea­ 
son, and the ¡tdded desire for the close of 
the performance at an early hour—there 
exists no possible necessity for the actor to 
keep later hoars than do his audiences, 
and, in a great majority of instances, he 
can seek his pillow at a much earlier 
period if he so desire. 
At the present time there exists no ne­ 
cessity for the actor to consume the mid­ 
night taper in studying a uew part for the 
morrow evening’s performance. 
All that 
is changed. During the run of the piece 
he has not, at the utmost, more than three 
hours’ work before him out of the twenty- 
four. In this respect he enjoys a happy 
lot far in excess of the journalist, the law­ 
yer, the physician, and almost all the 
devotees of the liberal professions. He 
certainly inhales no more had air of anight 
than does the audience, and he is to the 
full longer-lived than his average auditor. 
The records of the stage go to prove this. 
John Gilbert, instead of beiug “only one of 
several instances' proving that where 
actors take ordinary care of themselves 
they are long-lived in their calling,” isone 
of the great roaioritv that has established 
‘.he rule hey on a a doubt. 
The writer lias probably seen as much of 
actors anil acrgsses as the next man living 
in Boston. He is familiar with their 
habits, and knows that they take quite as 
good care of themselves as do other indi­ 
viduals, and are to the full quite as solicit­ 
ous as to the state of their health. They 
take constitutional walks daily, in all sea­ 
sons and in ali weather; they practice 
out-of-door sports, and, though their calling, 
in a physical point of view, is not so labori­ 
ous as that of the mechanic, ihey take 
as much, if not 
MORE B§DILY EXERCISE, 
And inhale daily a vaster quantity of 
health-giving ozone.

He entered iiis profession 
in his eighth year, and still acted when 
100 years old, having represented in all 
2,760 parts, lie appeared before the pub­ 
lic 28,010 times, died 1,040 times, was a 
king 130 times, an honest man 920 times, 
a villain and unfortunate man 13,500 times, 
and he always preserved throughout these 
changing experiences a kind heart and the 
most excellent spirits. 
His cosmetics 
alone cost him $5,520, while liis emolu­ 
ments amounted to $27,000. 
Why prolong the list? Enough has 
been shown to establish the fact that, in 
point of longevity, and devoid of any ex- 
leuuating circumstances whatever, the life 
of the actor or actress will average to the 
full as long as those engaged in any other 
pursuits. 
P«*arl Fishing in Saxony. 
The town of Oeisnitz, on the Elster, has 
been for many centuries the center of pearl 
fishing in Saxony. In no other parts of 
Saxony nor in all Germany, were the banks 
so rich as here. 
In the early days every one had a right 
to gather mussels; in 1621 the sovereign 
assumed possession of the pearl fisheries. 
Prince Electoral Johann George appointed 
iu that year Moritz Schmirler as electoral 
l>earl fisher, at a salary of thirty fiorins 
($12) a year. An ordinance of Í701 ad­ 
ministered severe punishment for pearl 
thieving. 
The S-hmirier family were always con­ 
nected with pearl fishing. Moritz’s parents 
are known to have occupied themselves 
with it. Their celebrity for skill and 
knowledge in this branch was so great that 
in 1740 one of them was summoned to 
Denmark in order to investigate the pearl 
fisheries in that country. 
Not long ago three Oeisnitz citizens, de­ 
scendants of .Moritz Schmirler, were sal­ 
aried as sworn royal pearl fishers. Salary, 
140 thalers ($100), with wood and produce, 
yearly. Therefore they had to deliver to 
the Government all the pearls found. The 
Schtnirlers fili the same position to the 
present day. 
When pearls were higher in price the 
largest Elster pearls were valued at 180 
marks ($45) each. At present the pearl 
production from the Elster is not so great 
in importance. Numerous factories on the 
Elster shores seem to have a damaging ia- 
tiuence, their waste water mixing with the 
river. 
At a meeting of the Poway Valley Hor­ 
ticultural Society, Dr. L. N. Ililleary 
stated that lie had been spraying one of 
his orange trees, which was badly affected 
with black scale, with a solution composed 
of 500 parts of water and one part of bi­ 
chloride of mercury, the results proving 
thus far more satisfactory than from any 
other treatment he had tested.

B U TTER FHOM F R E S H B IL K AT TH E 


B A TE OF A FOUND A XIHTTTE.

A public test of a machine that has of 
late beeu attracting a great amount of at­ 
tention among the dairy interests of this 
country and Europe was made Monday 
morning. 
The machine was a butter ex­ 
tractor and has been invented by C. A. 
Johansson, of Stockholm. It will, it is 
declared by many who are regarded as 
authorities, completely revolutionize the 
present method of butter manufacture. 
This machine extracts from fresh milk, at 
the ordinary churning temperature of 
altout 00° F., the butter fat in granulated 
form, making a perfectly pure and sweet 
butter. 
As the butter fat is taken out 
while tile milk is sweet, no decomposition 
has, it is said, yet taken place or started in 
any of the specimens that have so far been 
made; and, this being the case, the butter 
must keep better than when made by the 
present method of churning. 
The ma­ 
chine simply appe rs to extract butter fat, 
and it leaves the machine instantly. The 
butter globules are free from the churn 
milk, so no over working is possible, and 
the butter conics out in a granulated 
state, very firm. 
Heretofore, butter made 
from fresh milk, or cream, has not kept, 
because when using the churning method 
much of the churn milk must remain in­ 
carcerated between the minute hutter 
globules. 
In the new process all the milk 
is drawn oil' and only a pure butter fat 
remains, which, being pure and fresh, will 
keep much longer than ordinary butter. 
The machine itself has the appearance 
of a large drum 011 a substantial stand. 
After the test it was taken apart, and it 
was explained that the xuilk enters at the 
top and passes through several little tulies 
that distribute it evenly ¡uto the revolving 
drum. The cream gradually sinks, and as 
the butter globules come together they 
pass into a chamber, filling it with the 
lightest part of the cream. 
In the cham­ 
ber is a circular cage that is carried round 
by the butter globules or general mixture. 
Its oflice is to act as a kind of disturber to 
keep the butter globules from becoming 
too much impacted to allow the skim milk 
from passing outward to the circumference 
of the chamber, leaving the butter globules 
to gather together aad by their own weight 
to sink into a lower chamber. 
Here the 
revolving motion of the drum causes the 
butter globules to gather iu a solid wall, 
that is somewhat solid at the central point 
and more or less granulated on the out­ 
ward edge of this wall. 
Next there is a 
very ingenious contrivance for removing 
the butter from the machine. It is stated 
that 1,500 pounds of milk can be put 
through a machine in an hour, and that it 
will deliver solid granulated butter at the 
rate of a pound a minute. 
A correspondent (II. O. Bowman) of the 
Agricultural Gazette, London, expresses con­ 
siderable skepticism in regard to the ma­ 
chine. 
He thinks it will have to revolu­ 
tionize itself before it has any effect what­ 
ever upon dairy work. 
He says: 
“The 
best condition for separating milk is that 
the milk shall be at a temperature of 90°, 
and the best condition for churning creain 
is that the temperature of the cream shall 
be from 50° to t>0°. 
It is, therefore, clear 
that a machine that separates and churns 
at the same temperature must be a failure 
as regards either the one operation or the 
other. To separate at 90° entails that the 
butter churned at that temperature must 
be too soft to be workable. 
Then, again, 
it is a fact established by practicable ex­ 
periment that there is a serious loss of 
blitter churned from 
sweet cream, as 
against butter churned from ripened cream. 
It is claimed as a merit peculiar to the 
machine that butter may be had from 
sweet cream within a short time of milk­ 
ing. 
But butter may he got in as short 
time by separating and churning in the 
ordinary way, both being worked simul­ 
taneously 
from the same power, with 
this advantage, that the cream, after being 
separated at a high temperature, can be 
reduced immediate! y, by being passed over 
the refrigerator, to the temperature most 
suitable lor churning."— .V Y. Commercial 
Bulletin.

manufactured fabrics consisting wholly or 
partly if hemp. 
In 1879, the year included in the last 
census, only 5,025 tons of hemp were pro- ! 
duced in the United States, attaints 12,74(5 , 
toil- in 18(59. Of the total, 4,583 ton- were 
produced in Kentucky, 209 in M issouri, 78 : 
in Michigan, 72 in Kansas, 20 in Miune- j 
sota and 2 in North Carolina. 
Lately, the 
growing of Kentucky hemp has been at- j 
tempted 
by about thirty farmers 
in 
Iiensselaer and Washington counties, New 
York, where the plants grow to a bight 
of six and eight feet. The producers say 
the crop brings in $50 an acre and that the 
success of the experiment will probably 
make hemp a staple product of that section. 
W hy is it not grown more extensively in 
this country? Surely, with the protection 
afforded by the tariff, all we need of the 
raw material, at any rate, ought to be pro­ 
duced at home. 
Twenty years ago Ohio 
and Indiana ranked next to Kentucky as 
hemp-producers, while in 1879 not a pound 
was raised in either. It hemp-raising were 
tried in California it would doubtless lie 
found that the crop would thrive as profit­ 
ably as it appears to lie in Central New 
York. 


HOtV TARROTS DESTROY SHEEP. 
You have no doubt heard of the great 
rabbit scourge in the provinces of Austra­ 
lia, and how the (iovernment of New 
South Wales has offered a reward of $125,­ 
000 to any one who will invent some 
effectual means of riddiug the country of 
the pestiferous little animals. Thomas W. 
Knox, in his last book of travels, tells us 
about the parrot sconrge there, which is 
almost as destructive to sheep as the rab­ 
bit scourge. The rabbits eat up the pastur­ 
age and the parrots attack the sheep them­ 
selves. 
When the sheep-farmers first es­ 
tablished their stations among the moun­ 
tains there were flocks of green parrots 
living in the glens and feeding entirely on 
fruit and leaves. They were beautiful 
birds and nobody susj>ected any harm from 
them. 
After a time it was discovered that many 
of the sheep, and they were invariably the 
finest and fattest of the flock, had sores on 
their backs, and always in the same place, 
just over the kidneys. Some of the sores 
were so slight that the animals recovered, 
but most of them died or had to be killed 
to end their sufferings. The cause of these 
sores was for some time a mystery, but at 
length a herdsman on one of the high 
ranges declared his belief that the parrots 
were the murderers of the sheep. 
Investi­ 
gation showed that in the severe winters 
the parrots had come at nit;ht to the gal­ 
lows where the herdsmen hung the car­ 
casses of slaughtered sheep and picked off 
the fat from the mutton, showing a parti­ 
ality for that around the kidneys. 
How they ever connected the carcasses 


with the living sheep is a subject for 
naturalists to puzzle over, and especially 
how they knew the exact spot where the 
choicest fat was to be found in the living 
animal. It seems that the attacks on the 
sheep began within a few months after the 
parrots bad first tasted mutton at the 
meat-gallows. They are gradually being i oow does not mind it. 
exterminated, but the sagacious birds that 
formerly came without 


one of his cows gave less milk than she 
was wont to do, he investigated the mys­ 
tery.

The Charoiaise are said to cross kindly 
with the Shorthorn. The French consider 
them more hardy than the Shorthorns, 
standing, as they do, all but the most in­ 
clement weather without stabling, and fat­ 
tening on herbage alone.

The 
object is to feed the roots, so when ashes 
are piaced on the surface dependence is 
placed on rains to leach them and carry 
the lye diluted downward. 
Working the 
land incorporates the ashes with the soil, 
and moisture fits them for use. They will 
make potatoes smooth, and improve their 
quality as well as yield. 
In explaining 
his purpose, Mr. Hoffman said he wanted 
to use the ashes to get immediate profit, 
but he had an ulterior object to bring the 
land to nursery-uses, and lie thought ashes 
on the cultivates! crop would help to make 
strong, hardy growth for the youug trees. 
Another member regarded wood ashes as 
the very best fertilizer to improve both 
the yield and quality of potatoes. 


AGF. AND STATl’RE 
OF 
ORANOE TREES. 
The Citrograph, in answer to the fre­ 
quently asked question, “ How long do 
orange trees live, and how big do they 
grow ?” says: 
As to age, there are well authenticated 
instances of orange trees nearly or quite 
400 years old. 
As to how big they will 
gro<t we clip the* following account of a 
big one from the Florida Dispatch. 
In the 
grove of Berrien Platt, six miles north of 
Plant Citv, is the biggest orange tree in 
Florida. This tree is known to have been 
plant.d out in 1842—47 years ago—prob­ 
ably by old Mr. Hollingsworth, who at one 
time owned the plaee, and it has steadily 
grown to its immense proportions, without 
special attention, and oftentimes in spite 
of bad usage and neglect. This tree now 
measures five feet nine inches around the 
body a little way from the ground. 
It is 
not remarkable for its bight, but for the 
broad expanse of its branches. 
It has pro­ 
duced its 10,000 oranges at a single crop, 
estimated at $100 value.

SOME THOUGHTFUL CONSIDERATIONS. 
Our esteemed contemporary, the San 
Francisco Chronicle, has taken up a very 
commonplace role when it attempts to 
break the force of Eastern comment upon 
the killing of Judge Terry by essaying to 
defend the reputation of California against 
the charge of lawlessness. When defects 
of industrial and social condition are 
pointed out it is the commonest of common 
things to assume the role of champion 
or swashbuckler for the locality as­ 
sailed. 
Provincialism will always ap­ 
plaud, because to be told of our virtues 
and graces flatters our vanity, soothes our 
consciences and gratifies our seli-compla- 
cencv. 
We of California have indulged the vice 
of self-laudation until every just claim to 
recognition put forth by us is fast coming 
to be regarded as unreliable boastfulness. 
On the san* day with the killing of Terry 
the Superior Judge of Sail Diego county 
was shot, and perhaps mortally wounded, 
for a judicial opinion displeasing to a liti­ 
gant in Iris Court. These circumstances 
will give to California society the color of 
lawlessness in the estimation of the world. 
There is absolutely no help for it. These 
anu kiudred occurrences are highly injuri­ 
ous to the growth of the State. They 
challenge the interest only of the lawless 
clement. They are repellent to the sense 
of law-abidiDg and order-loving intending 
immigrants. 
The Sharon-Hill divorce trial, from the 
first line of its complaint to the last tragic 
act of its miserable sequences, has wrought 
untold mischief to .he welfare of Califor­ 
nia. The whole case has been one un­ 
broken scene of indecencies, unrelieved by 
a single ray of sentiment, which would 
present human affection or human passion 
in any other aspect than that of the vilest 
beastliness. 
To the shame and disgrace of San Fran­ 
cisco journalism, it must I* confessed that 
no feature of that judicial saturnalia was 
eliminated from the accounts published in 
that city. 
The revolting details were 
presented 
with a fidelity amounting 
almost to diabolism, which even assailed 
the sense of smell with offensive effluvia. 
Between the lechery of a sinful old man, 
and the bloody corpse of David Terry lv- 
ing upon the floor of one of the most pub­ 
lic eating houses, killed by a public peace 
officer, there is a logical chain of conse­ 
quences, every link of which was forged 
and welded by the carrion-glutting in­ 
stincts of San Francisco journalism. 
The 
legal warfare which lias been waged under 
the title of Sharon vs. Sharon, entered the 
Courts to the too evident joy of the jour­ 
nalists of San Francisco. If that trial, 
with all the beastliness of its revelations, 
bad, out of res[>ect to common decency and 
public morals, been held with closed 
d#ors; if the responsible conductors of the 
Bulletin, Call, Chronicle. Alta, Examiner and 
Post, had been possessed oi a due respect 
for the pure-minded young men and wo­ 
men of this State ; if they had been pos­ 
sessed of a decent regard for the morals of 
the community, or if, on the other hand, 
the morals of the community had been 
strong enough to have demanded the sup­ 
pression of these Sau Francisco journals as 
obscene publications, while they admitted 
the accounts of the Sharon trial to their 
columns, the moral, commercial and in­ 
dustrial interest, of California would have 
been largely benefited. 
Issues growing out of that vile legal con­ 
test were carried into every Court of the 
land, the Superior Court, the Supreme 
Court of the State and the Circnit Court of 
the United States. Judges were drawn 
into this whirpool of nastiness. It went 
from the forum of justice to the arena of 
politics; it entered into the political con­ 
tests of the State; it invaded the Legisla­ 
ture, and bills were passed so modifying 
and changing the laws of the State as to 
intercept the course of a law suit in its 
demoralizing career from one Court to 


Sharon trial by the press of San Francisco 
is responsible. 
IVe might ask sorrowfully: W here were 
the judicious mothers of that city during 
that deluge of erotic indecency ? Where 
were the protests of the pulpit against the 
demoralization of that public baptism in ob­ 
scenity? Where was the one honorable ex­ 
ception in journalism to resist the tempta­ 
tion of corruption, or to turn in honor" 
able contempt from the allurements of in­ 
creasing circulation ? The stench of that 
trial pervaded the whole State. It invaded 
every household and the devilish ingenu­ 
ity of direct and cross-examination left no 
sexual secret to inferential obscurity. Let 
the files of our San Francisco contempo­ 
raries rise in judgment between this accu­ 
sation and the accused. Let them lie ex­ 
amined to-day, and they will show forth 3 
degree of festering indecency which no 
nudity of art. no broad obscenity of pict­ 
ures can at all equal. 
But worse than all this, the question 
should be asked: W here were the in­ 
stincts of decency in the public mind to 
spurn these obscene publications from the 
doors of virtuous homes? And yet tbe 
responsible conductors of these same pa­ 
pers will in all probability resent these 
just imputations, and with whining I’har- 
iseeism declare that the commonwealth of 
this State not only did not, but should not 
take any harm whatever in the exalted 
opinion of virtuous mankind. 
In very 
truth, a vast harm has been done. To the 
minds of strangers all such exponents of 
the moral status of auy community are re­ 
ceived in an exaggerated form. 
To us 
here in California the killing of Terry, 
the shooting of Judge Pierce, and the in­ 
decent revelations of the Sharon trial, 
wore a comparatively innocent aspect to 
that presented by tlie same events in the 
mind of a stranger. Every act of bloody 
violence is the cumulative evidence of 
lawlessness in the minds of people unac­ 
quainted with the community in which it 
occurs. 
One of the fairest domains of this na­ 
tion is the State of Texas. In the primi­ 
tive stages of its civilization a condition 
of lawlessnessdisgraced its annals; a condi­ 
tion which is a quarter of a century in the 
past, and yet that reputation is an impedi­ 
ment to the settlement and growth of the 
State to-day. The reputation of commu­ 
nities, once firmly established, like the 
reputation of individuals, is changed and 
eliminated, not by a single act of virtue, 
but only by a long life of exemplary con­ 
duct. We seek a reinforcement of our in­ 
dustrial population. To say that the in­ 
decencies of judicial proceedings, and the 
obscenity of their publication, ending in 
deeds of blood, will not check the incoming 
tide, is to declare that tide insensible to 
tbe moral and social conditions with which 
it seeks to cast its fortunes, and to declare 
this is the equivalent of the declaration 
that the populations approaching us are 
highly undesirable. Our San Francisco 
contemporaries have richly earned the 
right to be ashamed of their participation 
in that progressive gradation of immoral­ 
ity and slaughter which the revolting 
features of the Sharon case present; but 
they have in no sense earned the right to 
be the champions of the moral elevation 
of this people. Their silence on the moral 
phases of this unfortunate chapter of 
State history would be an exhibition of 
most becoming modesty, and is most can­ 
didly recommended. 


to violate their oaths of enlistment. There 
has been no admission of wrong-doing made 
by these men, no evidence given that they 
are repentant, or that they have changed 
their views, freely even defiantly expressed, 
that when it comes to the test of obeying 
the laws or obeying the dictation of a 
strike and boycott leader, they will choose 
to follow the latter. 
Colonel Dickinson 
has not, we think, done the NationalGuard 
justice by his action, or contributed to its 
efficiency and to respect for the laws. 


T h e refusal of the Supreme Court of the 
State to take an adjournment out of respect 
to the memory of D. S. Terry, an ex­ 
member of that bench, has not been paral­ 
leled in the modern annals of the bench. 
The action of the Court was, however, en­ 
tirely proper. The deceased lawyer had 
resigned from the bench of the Supreme 
Court to fight a duel; he carried out his 
intention and killed his opponent. Under 
the laws of the State he became thereby, 
in a degree, an outlaw, and was disquali­ 
fied from lioldiDg any office or place of 
trust. The Court could not recognize 
such a man ; it could not say to the world, 
“ Here was a life that deserved our respect, 
and the record of which is fit to win a tab­ 
let upon the minutes of the highest tri­ 
bunal of the State.-’ Had the Court said 
in words, or ir. effect by its action, any­ 
thing of that kind, it would have flaunted 
effrontery in the face of one of the most 
solemn mandates and declarations of the 
statute book. 
T he aAest of Justice Field and the 
charge of murder laid at his door, reflect 
discreditably upon the State. Judge Field 
is not above the law; his piare before it, in 
relation to his liability to the penal 
statutes, is precisely that of any other 
citizen. But there was no need to com­ 
mand his arrest; lie was not fleeing from 
justice; no one had reported any act of his 
as criminal in character, he was assaulted 
murderously, and an officer of his Court 
had shot down the assailant, and that was 
all the part he had played in the tragedy. 
If he was in any way not then known con­ 
nected with the killing of Terry, the grand 
jury of San Joaquin county would have 
capacity to indict him. However looked 
at, it is evident that the arrest of Justice 
Field and the attempt to take him to 
Stockton, was the result of a scheme on 
the part of a vicious woman to create a 
favorable opportunity lo assault the jurist. 
That is about all there is in the matter— 
but it is enough. The arrest and subse­ 
quent proceedings may annoy the Justice! 
but they will not affect his standing liefore 
the people. 


HEW POBLICATIOBS.

and the elevation of the standard of the 
profession. For instance, the discussion 
on “ Libel Law Reform ” is to be opened 
by a paper by E. II. Butler, of Buffalo. 
We can anticipate that there will be a Í 
very interesting consideration of the ques 


T he sentence of Boulanger will not 
likely be made effective for the reason that 
it is safe to presume upon the caution of 
the General, who will keep outside of 
France and thus render the state service 
by relieving it of the task of supporting 
him for life in prison.

If it lays 
the man who is its Judge open to free as­ 
sault, because of his act or judgment as a 
magistrate, it will have no need for Judges 
whatever, very soon. The unbiased and 
non-coerced judgment of the Courts is the 
right of all men. Whoever seeks to 
establish the doctrine of personal responsi­ 
bility to litigants for the action of the 
Judge is an enemy to organized society.

_Of the Globe Library series (Rand, Mc­ 
Nally & Co., Chicago,) we have H. Rider 
Haggard’s romance, ’’Cleopatra.'’ In this 
historical fiction Mr. Haggard has given his 
imagination less play, bcri has not thereby 
lost anything. On the contrary, the mon­ 
strously improbable is eliminated and we 
have an orderly and very thrilling recital: 
a mingling of fact and fancy in a very 
adroit and altogether permissi&le mannef. 
Cleopatra, tbe Egyptian Queen, is the cen­ 
tral figure of the story, and it is drawn in 
correspondence with historical models; j 
but there is added the romance of fancy 
that is in keeping with such a character. 
An astrologer, Harmachie, is enamored of 
the Queen, and is led on by her to almost 
slavery to her charms. When she has used 
him, however, for the unveiling of certain 
mysteries and the disclosing of certain hid­ 
den treasures, she casts him cfl, and he 
proceeds to avenge himself in a methodi­ 
cal and tragic manuer. Faithful to him 
despite his enchantment by the Queen, is 
her waitiDg-woman, Charmion. Bat this 
Utter character is drawn weakly and un­ 
naturally. It is impossible to conceive of 
a woman such as Charmion is pictured, at 
once constant and jealous, yet weakly, con­ 
senting to the follies and slavery 'of her 
lover, and doing nothing worth a woman 
to release him from the toils of Cleopatra. 
Haggard paints with a lavish use of colors 
and his strokes are strong aud vigorous. 
While “Cleopatra ' is a singularly attractive 
taie, one cannot believe that it will have 
long literary life, or rank with an enduring 
class of works of fiction. It lacks speed in 
the movement of the story, is heavy and 
dragging in its action, aud somber and 
tragic ill its “situations.” 
“The Federal Government of Switzer­ 
land" is by Bernard Moses, Ph. D , and of 
the Faculty of tbe University of California. 
It is an essay on the Constitution and one 
of the most concise and clear of political 
papers. Prof Moses has made his com­ 
mentary on Federal Government by com­ 
parison of the S w i a d American systems, 
of profound interest to American readers. 
It is a work for which we forecas* a wide 
reading and much critical comment. Tbe 
author's style is attractive, his subject i ro- 
foundly interesting and bis method of 
treatment impartial and vigorous. It is 
impossible to quote from the work and do 
any chapter in it justice, since the plan ot 
the essay is one of counecte lucss, and itjs 
therefore essential that a full reading of 
this fortunate work should be had to un­ 
derstand the symmetry of its construction 
and the charm with which a political 
treatise has been invested. The book sells 
at $1 50 and is from the office of the Paci­ 
fic Press Publishing Company, Oakland, 
and is a creditable example of good book 
work. 
From the Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction,Hon. Ira G. Hoitt, we have of the 
California State series of text books "Les­ 
sons m Language,” compiled under the 
direction of the State Board of Education. 
We have given it very careful examination 
during several weeks, and are prepared to 
say that it is a work that deserves to rank 
with the best of elementary works of the 
order. It would be difficult to explaiD in 
detail its excellent qualities within the 
limits of a brief notice, but we may say 
that the method adopted appears tobe well 
nigh faultless, and the leading up of the 
scholars from easy to difficult tasks in 
English composition and in correct modes 
of expression, is admirably managed. 
"Peterson's Magazine ” (Chas. J. Peter­ 
son, Philadelphia), (or September, opens 
widi a steel ¡engraving, “ Pick a Back’ 
u charming picture, and a wood illustra­ 
tion, " The Young Family.” An illustrated 
article gives a variety of head dresses and 
costumes. Miss Bowman’s serial, “ In St. 
Tammany Parish," ends, and the other 
-continued story, “ Ted and I,” also con­ 
cludes. The short stories and the fa-h o.i 
and household notts are as complete as 
ever. The “ Talk by a Trained Nurse' 
gives useful and needed directions. 
“Artist and Model" is No. 102 of tbe 
Globe Library series (Rand, McNally & 
Co., Chicago). It is by Rene de P. ut-Jest, 
and is a well-illGStrated novel, that is of 
sustained interest and that turns tin ail its 
action upon the hinges of unlawful love 
and the violation of every vow of the wife. 
It is not the work to commend to tbe 
reader with a regard for modesty or purity 
of thought. It is a pity, indeed, that such 
capable authorship should be prostituted 
to such work. 
Of the Riverside Paper series (Houghton, 
Muffin & Co., Boston and New York), wo 
have the issue for July 20tb. “The Queen 
of Sheba,” by T. B Aidrich. It is not 
merely an interesting story, but it includes 
as an important and very attractive feature 
a charming account of travel, observation, 
and experience in Switzerland. Tbe open­ 
ing chapters describe scenes and characters 
of New Hampshire, with which Mr. Aid- 
rich was familiar in his boyhood years. 
“Medical Classics’’ for August (Dr. F 
Seeger, editor and publisher, New York,) 
is tbe second number of the third volume 
of a journal growing rapidly in import­ 
ance.

What the Sacramento Colony is Doing at 
Pacific Grove. 
A correspondent of the Record-Uhion, 
writing from Pacific Grove nnder date of the 
14th inst., says: 
"Thinking that the Sacramento people 
would be pleased to hear of the doings and 
whereabouts of some of their fellow-citi- 
zens, I thought a few lines from here wonld 
be of interest, for I do not believe there is 
another place where there are so many Sac- 
ramentans visiting at one time as at Pacific 
Grove. One meets them, no matter what 
direction they take, and at the beach every 
morning they are numerous. Among the 
number in the water I notice W. F. Peter­ 
son and Chirles F. Gardner, whose Apollo- 
like forms may be seen a considerable dis­ 
tance out from land, swimming or floating, 
as the spirit moves them.

The result is that the American rabbit, 
the,American elk, the peccary, the rein­ 
deer, the anteater, the badger, the monkey, 
the coon, the buffalo and even the elephant 
have yielded up their outer covering to 
gratify tiie whim of fair women. 
You 
may buy an elephant parse t^|- $20 or $30. 
The skin looks like cork, being of neutral 
tint, with odd pin holes penetrating the 
surface. 
It is tough and marvelously dur­ 
able. 
A few traveling bags have been 
made of it. 
They weigh a good ueal when 
shaving-case, brushes, combs and flasks 
have been fitted in, and they fetch rather 
more than $250 apiece. I’ocketbooks of 
búllalo skins are pretty, and the leather is 
extremely pliant, though stout. 
All these new leathers have driven out 
the old-fashioned morocco. 
Everything 
must be expensively ornamented with sil­ 
ver or gold. The lizard skins come in 
twenty or thirty varieties. 
They are 
brought ready-cured from South America. 
They are big enough, by careful piecing, 
to be made into small traveling bags. There 
is a popular notion that every sealed and 
mottled skin is that of a snake. 
As a 
m atter of fact, snake skins are compara­ 
tively rare. 
The last elephant skin used in New 
York was cured here, and very successfully 
cured. 
It went into pocket-books, note­ 
books, portfolios, traveling bags and what 
not. The thickest portions had to be split. 
It is so tough that it has to be worked 
with specially strong tools. 
When all the 
skin had been worked up one of the great 
feet was made the pedestal of a unique 
umbrella stand. 
The great toes, looking 
like big and badly brushed teeth, had an 
odd appearance. The body of the stand is 
of brass, with a large elephant’s head in 
front armed with fantastically exaggerated 
nickel plated tusks. 
Among the rich there is a rage for 
unique objects, such 
as 
pocket-books, 
purses, traveling bags. These things are 
made up for the general public iu suffi­ 
ciently costly form, one would think, but 
with the men to whom $500 is a trifle, 
costly things that have duplicates will not 
serve. Traveling bags costing §200 to §300 
are constantly made to order. They are 
wrought of curious leather, and the cus­ 
tomer picks out silver-mounted 
flasks, 
brushes, razors and the like to make up an 
expensive dressing-case, which is fitted 
into the bag. 
Odd and original designs in 
hammered silver are made to order as 
binding for leather pocket-books. There 
is no limit to the cost of gold-netted purses 
for ladies. Some of them have a great 
jewel in the bottom. 
A tiny one to servo 
as a wateh-charm and, perhaps, to carry 
car-fare, is marked §10, while §150 is not a 
high price for larger sizes. 
Walking sticks are made the excuse for 
curious indulgence of extravagant tastes. 
Nobody buys gold-headed canes now except 
to present to public men who neverv carry 
the showy gifts. 
Much costlier canes, 
however, are those ornamented wi th en­ 
amel or gold. < >ne has a small head of 
Etruscan gold enameled in garnet and 
three shades of blue. 
Not many buy such 
sticks for §45. 
Another has a head of red 
rhodonite in a net-work of gold. 
It costs 
more than $100. 
Still another has for a 
head a delicately wt ought golden coronet 
topped with a brilliant rhodonite in imi­ 
tate.n oí red velvet. 
A costlier one still 
has a great star sapphire let into a head of 
rich Etruscan gold. 
It sells for §200. 
A 
head made of a cluster of children’s heads 
in silver, sells for $‘.'0. 
Prices then run 
down to §50, §40 and §20. On such sticks 
the heads have more or less familiar de­ 
signs. 
The costliest sticks are of malaeca. A 
ceituin variety of small diameter brings, 
unmounted, mere than $30 ¡>er stick. Prices 
then run down to §2 per stick. 
An odd 
•stick is of wood completely veneered with 
tortoise shell. 
It looks like a solid stick 
of shell. 
There is something of a rage for turning 
relics into heads for umbrellas and walk­ 
ing sticks. < >ne man had the handle of a 
handsome old dagger placed on an um­ 
brella. 
Ancient coins also, are turned into 
cane heads. 


pheasant 
accompanied 
by her newly- 
hatched brood come out of th e pines and 
scratch and peek her way alone the slop­ 
ing open space hunting food for her young, 
which clustered closely about her. 
The 
pheasant came very close to the edge of 
the precipice, and it seemed to me that 
she was placing her brood íd a most dan­ 
gerous position, when she turned as if to 
walk back with them to the pines.

He fell 
with a splash in the water, and lay motion­ 
less at the edge of the pool. 
“I supposed that the animal had been 
watching the pheasant from the brushes 
on top of the rocks opposite where the 
bird had appeared with her brood, and at 
his opportunity had leaped across to seize 
her, but had misjudged the distance and 
iallen short, with the result so fatal to 
him. 
“ The whirl of the water brought the 
wildcat around in a short time to the side 
where I was standing, and as I was bend­ 
ing down to examine him I saw a man 
with a gun scrambling down the rocks

of the ravine in time to see him make his 
leap and follow him with the bullet. It 
was that which had stopped the, animal 
short in the tremendous leap it had calcu­ 
lated on, or it would have cleared the 
space with safety aud doubtless with case. 
The wildcat was in reality almost in his 
death throes when he struck the pheasant, 
which he clung to with the clutch of 
death, and still held in his month when 
we dragged him out of the water. 
We 
measured the width of the chasm across 
which the wildcat had made his death leap. 
The measurement was forty-three, feet.”

The summit of the 
wall on one side of the creek opposite to 
me sloped back gradually from its edge for 
several feet to a heavy growth of pine.

“James, where is the Queen Annenow ?” 
“Lying at the buoy, sir. She hauled 
out of her discharging berth this morning 
and moored to the buoy, meaning to haul 
in to her loading berth* this tide, but it’s 
blowing a gale and she can’t stir.” 
“She’s flying light,-I suppose ?” 
“A bucket at one side of the keelson and 
a broom at the other is all that’s in her 
hold,” I answered. 
“She’s like a bladder 
in the water.” 
“H ’m,” said Mr. Bronson. 
“And how 
is Captain St.C lair to-day? 
Have you 
seen him ?” 
“Mo; I have not seen him to-day. He 
was ashore, but I did not come across him. 
I heard, though, that he is just as bad as 
ever.” 
Eric St. Clair, master of the Dutch gal­ 
liot Queen Anne, of Sunderland, had been 
for ten days on a mad spree since his ar­ 
rival in Layton, a town on the south coast 
of England. 
“It’s miserable to have to do business 
with a man in his present condition. 
lie 
has only signed the memorandum of agree­ 
ment. 
We must get the charter party 
signed this evening for the merchants'. 
Where is this wretched fellow now?” asked 
Mr. Bronson, ship broker, in whose office 
at Layton I was outdoor clerk or runner. 
“ I heard he was aboard, sir,” I an­ 
swered. 
“lie has discharged his crew, 
except the mate and boy. 
He had to 
employ shore hands to shift this morn­ 
ing.” 
“ Would it be possible for you to get 
aboard? I am most anxious to have the 
charter party signed this evening for the 
shippers. They won’t put a pound of the 
china clay into her until the charter is 
signed, and, of course, we don’t want to 
miss the vessel. Is it blowing too hard to 
get aboard ?’’ 
I went to the office door and looked 
down the street toward the river, ringht in 
the eye of the fierce southwest gale. The 
March afternoon was perfectly clear. 
Not 
a cloud was in the heavens. The wind lore 
up from the southwest as if frantic with 
terror. 
“ ’Twon’t be very easy, but I can man­ 
age it, sir,” I said, coming back into the 
ofliee, putting on my thick overcoat, and 
pulling my hat down over my eves. 
“ I)o not run any risk, James,” said Mr. 
Bronson, as he handed me the charter 
parties. “If you find him aboard, and he 
is in a condition to do business, make him 
sign these. Of course, he is bound suffi­ 
ciently by his signature to the memoran­ 
dum, hut things will be more regular when 
liis name is to these.” 
I thrust the papers into my pocket, and 
was out in the gale, walking with head and 
chest bent forward into the wind before 
another minute had passed. 
Run any 
risk ! Of course I ran risk, aud more than 
one risk, too. 
My boat might he capsized, 
or swamped, or saved. 
This man, Eric 
St. Ciair, was in a most uncertain temper, 
and might become violent at any moment. 
He had been smashing furniture and glass 
the night before at the “Jolly Sailor's,” 
and that morning lie had been waiking 
about the quays with an adze over his 
shoulder a-king for Billington, the ship­ 
wright, with a view to taking Billiugton’s 
life. Billington had done some repairs for 
the Queen Anne, aud Captain Eric St. 
Clair considered the work badly executed 
and the charge extortionate. 5Hence, St. 
Clair had come ashore, adze on shoulder, 
to let Billington feel what lie thought of 
the affair. 
But, risk or no risk, the out­ 
door clerk to a pushing ship broker, has 
simply to get the business done before 
allowing the risk to operate against his 
limb or life. 
The wind was terrific. 
Chimney pots 
and slates_were flying, old tins and' pieces 
of wood and rush mats were trundling 
madly up the hilly street that led me 
down to the river. An outside shutter, 
wrenched oil’ one of the corn stores on my 
right, lay flapping on the llagway like a 
dying sole. At the corner was a group of 
porters idle; the force of the wind made 
carrying sacks, or deals, or baskets along 
planks an impossibility. 
I passed the men 
without a word. 
One could have spoken 
only in a shriek. I crossed the broad quay 
to the head of the graving dock, where 
my punt lay moored to a hopper, and slid 
down the bars of the stage to the deck of 
the hopper. 
At Layton the river is about half a mile 
wide. It runs east and west, so that with 
the southwest wind blowing there is al­ 
ways a swell, and with a gale a little sea. 
My punt was much larger than those used 
for mere pleasure on inland waters. 
1 
have had five adult persons in the boat, 
hut this, of course,was in tranquil weather. 
The oars were locked to a thwart. I al­ 
ways carried the key; for I often had to be 
afloat before the office was open in the 
morning and after it was closed at night. 
It was slow and careful work to get out 
to the galliot. The punt’s head had to be 
kept to the sea. and as the vessel lay 
abreast, it was only by edging foot by foot 
progress could 
he 
made 
toward 
the 
schooner. 
When I got close I hailed the 
deck, hut got no answer. 
I looked over 
my shoulder and saw the accommodation 
ladder was hanging over the side of the 
main chains, and that the ship’s boat was 
not under the stern. 
From the absence of 
the boat it was more than likely the Cap­ 
tain was ashore. 
What a fool I had been 
not to ask the men at the corner of the 
street if they had seen him land! 
As 1 was now in midstream I resolved to 
go aboard and learn from the boy or mate 
where the Captain was likely to be found. 
There was not much tide; it was close 
upon high water, and the galliot was yaw­ 
ing and driving and pitching and roll­ 
ing a good deal. 
The punt had taken in 
half-a-dozen bucketfuls of water. 
I was 
wet through with. 
and my feet were 
washing ankle deep as the punt leaped Up 
and down the swells. 
I pulled a few 
strokes, unshipped my oars, ran alongside, 
caught the accommodation ladder, and 
struggled on deck with the painter of my 
boat in my hand, made fast the painter to 
a belaying pin, shook myself, and looked 
round. 
TIilhere was nothing very noteworth v to 
he seen. The hatches were on, the deck 
was cleared. 
The companion was open; 
from this I assumed the mate must be be­ 
low aft. The f recastle scuttle was closed; 
' ■o., « h 
and the absence of the l>oat 1 
he boy must have sculled the 
^re, and that no one was aboard 
o i would go aft and hear

iptain and his condition. 
To let go the belaying pin to which I 
clung and reach the trp of the companion 
ladder was no easy matter. The distance 
was only a few feet, hut the schooner was 
lolling horribly and pitching quicklv and 
uncertainly in the short, irregular sea. 
I 
had not lieen long at the sliipbroking busi- 
30s,-, and had no experience before of a 
light galliot in a gale. 
American or Eng- 
1 sh built vessels are much crankier, I 
know, than Dutch bluff, round-bottom 
craft. If the Queen Anne had lieea Amer­ 
ican or British built, and not so stiff as 
the galliot, 1 should have been in mortal 
dread of her capsizing. It was not, I be­ 
lieved, in the power of wind in those lati­ 
tudes to blow a galliot over. 
I let go the 
belaying pin and ran to the head of the 
companion. 
I looked at the sky. 
The bright bine of 
a northern March afternoon was unspotted 
by a single cloud. 
The wind screamed 
through the rigging and spars. The vessel 
rolled and pitched beneath my feet. The 
roar of the torrent of air and the swash of 
the water against the bow and sides of the 
ship were deafening, stunning. 
I bent low 
over the companion ladder and hailed the 
cabin. It was impossible to-hear distinctly 
above the tumult of wind and water, but I 


thought there was a reply of some kind. 
I 
stood up, expecting every minute to see 
the mate’s face at the foot of the ladder. 
I waited a few moments in vain. Then I 
turned round and descended. The cabin 
door stood open, about four feet from the 
foot of the ladder. 
I entered the cabin. 
A man was sitting on the locker that ran 
round the little table. 
He leaned forward, 
his chest against the table, his bearded 
cheek flat upon the shabby oilcloth, his 
arms spread wide, his hands hanging nerve­ 
lessly over the opposite side of the leaf. 
This man was not the mate, but Eric St. 
Clair, the master of the ship, he whose sig­ 
nature 1 wanted to the charter party. 
I was young at the time, with a flow of 
romance in my nature. 
I remember now 
that when the schooner Queen Anne, Eric 
St. C'lair master, was reported on the way 
to Layton, I pictured to myself what a man 
with such a name ought in appearance to 
lie. 
I had hoped to find him not unlike 
the youthful Raleigh. 
The man stretched 
on the table before me was between 50 and 
00 years of age, low-sized, stout, coar.se- 
featured, bottle-nosed, with stout, thick, 
dirty hands, and long gray beard, whiskers 
and mu-tache. 
He wore dark, baggy 
trousers, the ordinary sailor’s jersey, and a 
tight-fitting sealskin cap, the wings of 
which hung loose aud untied. 
He was fast 
asleep. 
1 looked into the mate's stateroom : it 
was empty. 
I could find no trace of the 
boy. 1 concluded that tiiev were ashore, 
and that 1 was alone with the master of 
the ship. I did not care to stav a greater 
time aboard than necessary. 
If the man 
had been sleeping long, no doubt he would 
be al.le to sign the documents when be 
awoke; but I would not wait for him to 
rouse himself. It would be dark in an 
hour or two, and it was not pleasant to 
stand here in this rolling, pitching, lurch­ 
ing yawning ship, with this beast lying in­ 
sensible before me. 
I caught him by the shoulder and shook 
him briskly a few times. 
He groaned, 
muttered an imprecation and looked up. 
“Eh,” he said, throwing himself hack 
against the locker behind him, “Mr. Paul- 
ton, is tiiat you ? 
I am very glad to see 
you. 
How did you come aboard?” 
To my surprise and delight the man was 
sober. 
I answered that 1 had come in my 
own boat, and that she was now alongside 
under the accommodation ladder. 
I took 
the papers out of my pocket, and, placing 
them open on the table beside him, told 
him what had brought me there, adding, 
“Will you please sign opposite the word 
‘Master ?’ ” 
“All,” he said with a smile; “all right. 
W ait a minute.” 
He now motioned me to 
sit down by the table, and, going out of the 
cabin, ascended the companion ladder. 
I 
thought he had gone on deck to fetch pen 
and ink, which in coasting vessels in port 
are often kept in the binnacle. 
In less 
than three minutes I saw his heels again 
on tiie ladder. He came into the cabin 
with nothing in his haud. 
“I've made all 
snug,” he said, with another smile. 
He 
turned round, locked the cabin door, put 
the key in his pocket, took a square quart 
bottle and a cup out of a locker, poured 
some of the Hollands out of the bottle 
into the cup, and drank off the spirits 
neat. Then he sat down at the table op­ 
posite me with a look of intense satisfac­ 
tion on his face, and holding the empty 
cup in one hand and the bottle of Hol­ 
lands in the other. 
“Will you have a 
drop? 
It’s first-rate stuff. 
First-rate.” 
“ Mo, thank you Captain, not now. I 
rau3t get back at once. Where do you 
' keep the pen and ink ? 
I am in a hurry. 
The Governor wants the charter party 
signed at once for the shippers.” 
_ “A wee drop,” lie said, persuasively, “a 
tiny drop, a toothful, an azimuth, just 
enough to drown a fly ?” 
"Mo, thank you. Í never drink spirits.” 
“More fool you. More d 
d fool you.” 
He tilled himself out some more and 
bolted this neat also. Then he sighed 
and looked around him with dim, unseeing 
eyes and an expression of pleasant con­ 
tentment on the rest of his face. 
By this time I was a great deal more 
than uneasy. I felt fairly aiarmpd. W hat 
did he mean by saying lie h ad ;made all 
snug, and why did he lock the cabin door 
and put the key in his pocket? 
I was sit­ 
ting on the bottom locker, which, running 
around three sides of the immovable table, 
did duty for dining-room chairs. The 
cabin was of the usual horseshoe shape, 
the door to the companion being at one 
cock, the door into the Captain’s state­ 
room at the other. 
Between these two 
doors and in the bulkhead was the stove, 
and in front of the stove two camp stools. 
Between the Captain and me stood the 
table, at which six or seven people might 
sit. L nder the skylight hung a barometer 
and the lamp, both in gimbals. 
Beyond 
the table, the stools and the barometer 
there was no furniture of any kind in the 
cabin. 
I could have touched St. Ciair or 
he me across the narrow table. The ves­ 
sel was rolling heavily now and plunging 
sharply, hut I was in no danger of being 
thrown so long as I sat still and held on 
by the table.

| such a gale. 
Ha 1 ha .' ha !” 
I was standing at the port side of the 
! cabin on the space in front of the locked 
| cabin door. 
In my excitement I had not 
laid hold of anything. The galliot gave a 
fearful roll, and I was sent over headlong 
in a heap against the starboard side in 
front of the Captain’s stateroom. 
I strug­ 
gled to my fevt as quickly as I could. 
For 
moment I was confused hv the fall. 
When my attention was again alert 1 
found myself clinging to the brass handle 
of the stove-blower, aud saw Captain St. 
Clair helping himself to a third dram of 
liol lands. 
Why, where are your sea legs, mess­ 
mate ? 
A bucket couldn't make a worse 
tack than that! 
W hat! 
Washed like 
that down into the lee scuppers by a pint 
nd a half of fresh river water! 
Coiue 
over, man, and sit down. 
Bring Up at 
your moorings and let’s have a jolly time 
—it won’t lie for long.” 
I staggered back to my former place at 
the table ?nd sat down. 
“That's 
mace ship-shape, messmate. 
Mow, then, let us wet the sheet and we’ll 
draw ahead.” 
Ho jKiured out some hol­ 
lands once more into the cup, and thrust 
the eup into my hand. 
“Down the shoot 
with it, my boy. 
Down the scuttle with 
it. my bov ; for we’re homeward bound. 
I 
tell you we're homeward bound. 
We’re 
«halting the water at a fathom a knot. 
IV bat ! 
You won’t ! 
More fool you, I say. 
For we’re homeward bound! we’re home­ 
ward bound ! 
We’ll let go the anchor in 
a cabbage garden presently, and walk out 
and kill snakes. Snakes! why we needn’t 
wait till we get ashore for them. 
There’s 
a beautv. 
A regular green beauty, with 
blood-red eyes on the table under your 
nose. Thnnder and lightning, man ! why 
ion't you kill the vermin?” 
With frantic 
haste he took a large jack-knife out of his 
| picket, opened the blade and stabbed the 
table three or four times furiously. 
At that moment he became suddenly 
* calm. 
I abandoned all hope of life. 
I in­ 
stantly made up my mind to watch the 


unfortunate man closely but quietly and to 
sell my life dearly if he made an attack on 
me. 
I had no weapon of any kind, nor 
was there any within reach. 
I was locked 
in the cabin with a man in delirium tre­ 
mens. 
There was no chance whatever of 
breaking away from him by force. On land 
and with plenty of room I might be a 
match for him, for he was twice ray age ; 
but here, in the narrow space to which I 
was unused and he perfectly accustomed, 
and with this awful rocking and pitching 
of the vessel, to which I was unused and 
he perfectly accustomed, I could have no 
chance against him. 
Many years ago, when I was a boy of 
nine aud in perfect health, I gave up, with 
as little notice, all hope of living an hour. 
I was fishing in the sea with a hand-line 
from a rock, and fell into deep water, no 
succor being in view. 
I could not swim at 
the time. 
I remember distinctly that I 
did not cry nor rail out before I sank. 
Even when I rose I did not call out. 
1 
did not think of my approaching death, 
though I believed firmly that there was 
no chance of rescue, and I could not by 
myself get back to the rock. 
I began 
treading the water, keeping my arms well 
down by my sides. 
I felt no pity for my­ 
self or my people; no fear of approaching 
death. 
1 looked around the little bay and 
thought with wonder that 1 had never be­ 
fore noticed how bright the sunlight could 
he on field and cliff and rock and sea and 
cloud. 
I thought of nothing but that 
sharp, clear, silvery brightness. 
I have 
never, in all my life before or since, seen 
so much light as on that July evening, 
years and years ago, when my chin was 
level with the smooth sea which I believed 
would in less than an hour be my shroud. 
A chance fisherman saw and saved me 
then. 
Mow, in the cabin of the Queen Anne, 
when 1 gave up all thought ot ever again 
seeing land, seeing anything but this cabiu 
and this man, I remember my first thought 
on completing my survey of my environ­ 
ments was that the cabin needed very badly 
to be painted. 
There, sitting before me, was this maniac 
who at any moment might become homi­ 
cidal. 
1 was about to play a game for my 
life, but had lost all concern in the stake. 
Í felt no stronger interest in the result 
than I felt over an ordinary game of chess 
with an opponent of whose strength I knew 
nothing. To myself now this is perfectly 
inexplicable. 
When I had completed my survey of the 
cabin, I fixed my eyes on St. Clair. Appa­ 
rently he had forg itten my presence. 
His 
head was sunk upon his chest, his long gray 
heard lay flat upon his jersey ; he was si­ 
lently, thoughtfully stropping his jacknife 
on his sleeve. 
If I could get possession of 
that knife I should feel much easier. 
“That’s a fine knife, Captain. 
Where 
did you buy it, in Layton or Newcastle?” 
“Mo. 
I didn’t buy it this voyage. 
It’s 
as sharp as a razor. I’m trying to rub the 
blood stains oil’ it.” 
“Blood stains!” I said with a laugh. 
“Have you been filling the harness cask ? 
M ay I look at it?” 
“You may not. This knife is not for 
looking at. 
It’s for feeling. 
It’s for cut­ 
ting weasands. That’s how I served Philip 
Maple, the mate, when he refused to follow 
the snakes down the hatch there. I cut 
his weasand this way.” 
He sawed at his 
own throat with the back of the blade. He 
pointed with his other hand to a small 
hatch in the floor of the cabin, between 
the table and the stove. 
“And I shoved 
him down there!” 
I shuddered. Could it «be possible he 
had done the thing of which he spoke? 
There were, I could see, stains on the steel, 
but there are stains ou all such knives car­ 
ried by sailors. “ Who’s the maker ? 
Let 
me look!” 
“Mo, you don’t,” he cried with a laugh, 
raising his face toward mine. He shut the i 
knife, rolled up his jersey, and dropped it 
into his capacious trousers pocket. 
“You 
want to get hold of it and condemn it—not 
for m e!” 
I felt I had gained something by the 
disappearance of that rnurderous-looking 
weapon. 
I thought to myself, “If I see 
him put his hand near that jweket again I 
will spring on him and risk all in a hand- 
to-hand struggle.” 
St. Clair threw himself back on the 
locker, rested both hands on the edge of 
the table, and stared at me. He was very 
broad and powerful-looking. 
His eyes' 
were prominent, wild and bloodshot. 
His 
face was now deadly pale, except the nose, 
which burned a red copper color. 
Al­ 
though his eyes rested fixedly on me they 
did not seem to see me. They were look­ 
ing through me, behind me, beyond me. 
The thumbs of his thick, short, dirty 
hands were under the leaf of the table, 
and I knew by the whitening of the flesh 
on the inner side of the fore-fingers that 
he was cluthing the leaf with great force.

The vessel at 
this moment rolled terribly and he fell 
sprawling on the floor of the cabin. 
For a few minutes he floundered about, 
the vessel pitching and rolling fearfully 
the while. 
I dare not stir. 
I could not 
keep my feet if I moved. 
It took me all 
my strength and address to retain my 
place at the table. 
Presently the rnqtinn 
of the vessel moderated, and Captain St. 
Clair with a horrible oath sat up and 
glared wildly around. 
“I have been Captain and owner of the 
Queen Anne for ten years,” he said in a 
horse whisper, “and she never rolled liked 
that before. Never. 
But we won’t mind. 
Bless you, we don’t mind; for we're home­ 
ward bound, my boys. 
We’re homeward 
bound! She’ll go right over the next roll, 
I’ll take mv oath.” 
He did not attempt to rise, but sat white 
with terror on the floor close by his state­ 
room, at the other side of the open scuttle, 
in the corner where he had fallen. 
The 
vessel became comparatively steady. 
Mow 
was my opportunity. 
If I sprang on him 
as he lay, he could otler but little resist­ 
ance. 
I should have the advantages of the 
attack and thenppermost position. 
In the 
struggle I would not i>e over-nice. 
1 
would strive with all my force and skill to 
win and possess myself of the knife and 
key of the cabin door. 
To his talk about 
the schooner capsizing I attached little 
importance. 
It was the talk of a mad­ 
man. 
1 had often been in empty vessels 
that* rolled quite as much as the Queen 
Anne. 
The distance from the end of the table 
to the forward bulkhead was no more than 
six feet, and in this was the gaping scut­ 
tle, twenty inches square. 
W hether that 
scuttle opened into a lazaret or the hold 
or a half-deck, 1 did not know. Anyway, 1 
must take all risks and abide the conse­ 
quences. 
Nothing coming of a struggle 
could be worse than sitting here wailing 
for his homicidal frenzy and his knife. 
I sat still a until the schooner lay a mo­ 
ment on an even keel. Then suddenly I 
rose and threw myself on him with all my 
force, pinning both his arms to the floor. 
At first he seemed stunned by the unex­ 
pectedness of my assault. 
Then with a 
prodigious effort he drew up his legs be­ 
tween him and me, and, placing his knees 
against my chest, shot me from him to the 
other side of the cabin as easily as if I 
were a two-year-old child. 
With a wild whoop he sprang to his feet, 
drew his knife, opened it. and flourished 


the long, thick blade over my head in act 
to strike. The vessel gave & more fearful 
roll than the one before, the worst roll 
yet, and flung him back to his old position 
by the stateroom door. 
“ We’re homeward boirad, my boy!” he 
yelled, struggling to his feet. 
“We’re 
homeward bound, my bov, and we’ll all 
snp sulphur to-night out of an iron ladle! 
We’re homeward bound! 
I’ll cut the 
standing gear of your skull, my boy. 
I’ll 
let daylight through your throttle!” he 
screamed, making for me and jabbing the 
air with his knife. 
“I’ll take the hatches 
oft’ your windpipe, sonny ! 
We’re home­ 
ward bound, and I’ll give you a tow 
into— 
The worst roll of all! I staggered across 
the floor, tried to stop myself—failed—lost 
daylight—felt a horrid blow all over my 
body, aud fur a time. I know not how long, 
was unconscious. 
When I recovered my 
senses 1 was in complete darkness. 
I was 
struggling in water among floating objects, 
I could not tell what. 
1 seized hold of a 
plank or hoard and tried in \;nm to pierce 
the dense darkness. 
It had been daylight 
when last my eye' saw, and now it was the 
blackest night. 
W hat could have hap­ 
pened ? Where was I ? 
In a moment the 
awful answer came. 
The Queen Anne had capsized and I 
was under her, floating- about among the 
dunnage. The scuttle through which I 
had fallen must have led to a half-deck 
below. 
When I touched that I must have 
been stunned and have lain on it or rolled 
about until the vessel turnad over, then 
the inrush of water from the deck revived 
me. The moment I recovered conscious­ 
ness all this was presented to me as plainly 
as though I saw the whole affair. 
I 
clutched two floating pieces of p!ank dun­ 
nage, and, having passed an arm over 
each, considered my position. 
I couid see absolutely nothing and 
could hear nothing but the burst and 
swash of the water washing about in the 
sightless hold. 
Mow I was pitched this 
way, now that. Mow I was rolled to right, 
now to left. 
I knew I was in no immedi­ 
ate danger of death. 
There were twenty 
fathoms of water where the Queen Anne 
had capsized. Some feet of air must be 
between me and the floorings of the gal­ 
liot, for in my first struggles I had not 
been able to touch the plank above my 
head. There was, therefore, no reason to 
anticipate suffocation. 
The plauk and 
oakum and tar that sufficed to keep the 
water from entering the bottom and bends 
of the selieonor when upright would suf­ 
fice to keep the air in when she was 
upside down. 
In her rolling and pitching 
the great danger lay, for each plunge she 
made air escaped and the water rose 
higher in the hold. 
In the end all the 
air would ooze out or get out in this plung­ 
ing, and then the Queen Anne would sink. 
This would not in all likelihood occur for 
days. 
For days! 
When I came to this reflec­ 
tion 1 remiiered the month was March. All 
at once I felt the hitter eoldneis of the 
water. An icy chill shook me, and my 
marrow froze. 
W hether the vessel swam 
for days or weeks or months would be all 
the same to me. 
In an hour—or at most 
in two hours, I should become numbed— 
be no longer aide to keep my hold on the 
planks which now kept me afloat. They 
would slip from my grasp, and in nn hour 
or less after that I should bo as cold as the 
water now stiffening my limbs. 
Captain St. Clair was right; I was home­ 
ward bound. 
W ith the thought of that murderous 
manhic suddenly appealed to my imagina­ 
tion an awful question : Where was Philip 
Maple, the male? St.C lair had said at 
one time that he had put the mate in his 
own bunk ; at another that he had thrust 
him down the lazaret scuttle. 
Was it now 
washing about tieside me? It, with its 
awful wound? Thank Heaven, Iliad these 
planks. They would keep it away. 
It 
could not come very near me so long as I 
had a plank on each side of me. 
The 
planks were a merciful protection against 
that hideous contact. 
But then, it might 
touch the part of my arms and mv hands 
outside the planks. 
L'gh ! 
And yet what egregious nonsense was 
this oil my p a rt! Just now mv brothers 
were the living; in an hour or two my 
brothers would be the dead. 
I should not 
mind the fearful fellowship of Maple so 
much only for the hideous wound. 
Then 1 was cursed by the sight in dark­ 
ness of images too odious to describe. 
In 
my hands I felt contacts of complete and 
unendurable illusion. 
Lights glanced and 
darted and flashed before my eyes. 
Lights 
pierced my eyes and shot through my 
brain with fiery thrills of agony. 
Lights 
entered my eyes in thin pencils', and then 
¡raí a 'ted thc-mselves on the bones of my 
skull, and grew in bulk and glare, and 
spread out and permeated all my brain, 
and suffused all my head and blazed with 
an intolerable tyranny in all the hollows 
of my skull until the walls of my skull 
shone with a piercing white light more 
unendurable than the voiceless gloom of 
virgin space. 
All the time my hands suffered the ap­ 
palling contact. All the time my hands 
held the throatless man by the th ro at! 
Then Heaven’s mercy was moved; the 
lights went out; my hands relaxed, and all 
was dark and void of sound and feeling. 
How long t washed about supported by 
the planks I do not know. 
When reason 
left me, instinct must have remained, for 
I must, after being washed aft, have come 
against the half-deck under the cabin and 
crawled cm the bottom of it. There, at all 
events, I was found iyiug three hours 
afterward. The bottom of the half-deck 
must have been just flush with the water 
in the hold, and hence I was not drowned. 
It appears that when the men standing 
at the corner of the street saw the Queen 
Anne blow over they raised the alarm, and 
the whole effective force of Layton was 
enlisted for rescue. 
There was little hope 
anyone would be found alive aboard the 
galliot, but they cried, “To the rescue!” as 
though the lives of a battalion were obvi­ 
ously at stake. The mate, Maple, and the 
boy were believed to be aboar 1. The men 
had seen St. Clair cast oft' my boat, and 
they assumed that in a drunken freak he 
had cast oft’ the ship’s boat, too. 
As a 
matter of fact, both the mate and boy 
were safe ashore in a distant part of the 
town, and all the madman had said to me 
about Maple was the figment of a disor­ 
dered brain. 
The first thing the rescuing party did 
was to get a tug alongside the galliot. She 
was fast to the buoy by a cable. 
This was 
instantly cut. 
After great efforts and with 
much difficulty the schooner, stili bottom 
up, was towed to the edge of the graving 
dock. 
As she came into shoal water the 
great fear was that the masts would go 
through her bottom. 
They went by the 
board instead, and the Queen Anne was 
floated into the dock and hauled up as far 
as possible. The tide was now running 
out. 
The galliot grounded, and minute 
by minute the water around her and in 
her decreased. 
In less than two hours 
from the time she capsized she was dry 
enough to allow of men entering her by 
the gangway, and up the main hatch thev 
got to the hold, where I lay on the bottom 
of the half-deck delirious with terror. My 
fall through the scuttle had saved my life. 
The unfortunate master and owner was 
found drowned in the cabin above. 
On the third day after my rescue I was 
well enough to attend the uphappy Cap­ 
tain’s funeral. 
At the grave the mate 
came up to me and said: 
“ You didn’t 
know him, young man. as well as I did. 
lie was a good man and a thorough sailor. 
When he hadn’t the drop aboard he was 
the best chap that ever sailed.” 
He 
dashed a tear indignantly away from his 
eye. 
“ He knew ’twas coming. 
He knew 
he wasn’t going to sign that charter for 
you ever. 
For he said to me the morning 
she went over, ‘Go ashore, Phil; it’s blow­ 
ing too hard to haul into the berth. 
They 
want me to sign for clay for London, but I 
won’t, Phil, for I’m homeward bound.’ ” 
It was years before I recovered fully 
from the effects of that day’s experience, 


f and even still the sight of a galliot fills 
j me with tumultueus memories, and often 
I awake in the night from dreams and 
hear, as clear as a trumpet note upon the 
silence, words ample and familiar, but 
which make me sick with terror: “ We’re 
homeward bound, my boy : we’re home­ 
ward bound."— The Vomhill Magazine. 


HOUSES OF THE DEAD. 


Plan of Burying Bodies That W ould Do 
A w ay W ith Cem eteries. 
[From the Pittsburg Dispatch.] 
A number of doctors, undertakers, ceme­ 
tery officials and others in the two cities 
are now* considering the merits of a new 
plan of burial to supplant the use of ceme­ 
teries and furnish an acceptable medium 
between the burial in the ground and cre- 
niation. 
Ii is no less than a plan of erect­ 
ing mammoth mausoleurns, to hold thou­ 
sands of bodies, and, by a svstetn of air 
draughts, dry the bodies up as the Indians 
on the plains leave their dead on scaffolds 
to be dried and preserved by the wind, 
leaving the bones, muscles and fibers in­ 
tact, with the skin over them, but the 
fatty sulwtanee underneath wasted, vapor­ 
ized and carried oil' by the draught of a 
furnace, which will consume the cdors. 
The process is now in the hands of a 
rich company in the East, that proposes 
to introduce its plan of burial into every . 
city in the country. 
The company has 
issued neat catalogues with plates and de­ 
scriptions oí its plans. 
The mausoleum 
will be built of stoae or other durable 
material. 
Concrete is the preferable ma­ 
terial fancied, perhaps, for purposes of 
ornamentation, with vitrified brick, gran­ 
ite or other time-defying stones. 
The designs will be after Greek, Roman 
and other styles of architecture, and from 
the concrete foundations the thousands of 
sepulchers and ot the arched walls and cor­ 
ridors will go up with the outer walls, 
forming one immense casting without 'earn 
or joint. 
The interior plan will resemble that of 
a well-appointed library, with its main 
corridors aud diverging halls leading to 
the different sections. 
The sepulchers of 
solid concrete four inches thick, without 
seam or joint, of the proper size to receive 
caskets, arc arranged in tiers of six upon 
either side of the hallways. 
The opening into each sepulcher is pro­ 
vided with two doors. The inner door of 
plate-glass will be hermetically sealed as 
soou as the space is occupied.’ The outer 
door may be of highly wrought gold, sil­ 
ver, bronze or ornate stone, and may be 
decorated with scriptures or inscriptions, 
or adorned in other ways in accordance 
with the desires of surviving friends. A 
portion of the mausoleum will be set apart 
for family compartments. 
The sepulchers will be numbered and a 
deed given to the purchaser, and records 
of those interred, including data of their 
life, etc., will be kept on file. 
For those who wish it, electrical appara­ 
tus is to be provided, so arranged and ad­ 
justed to the body that the slightest move­ 
ment in the casket will start an alarm and 
warn the watchman. 
The sepulchers are constructed with 
conduits so arranged as to bring fresh dry 
air into them, and conduct it through the 
casket space by forced draughts to a cen­ 
tral furnace in the sub-ceHar, remote from 
the spaces devoted to the dead. 
To that 
furnace the gases and vaporized fluids of 
the body are thus borne and there con­ 
sumed, and the escape into the atmosphere 
of any noxious matter is preveatc-d. The 
air current is sufficiently rapid to make an 
entire change in the contents of the casket 
space every second. 
The ends aud upper portions of the cas­ 
kets will be removed, the lower part of the 
caskets being so constructed, and the cloth­ 
ing so adjusted, as to permit the freest cir­ 
culation of air about to every portion of 
the body. 
By this treatment it is claimed 
that the remains will become naturally 
desiccated or dried np,the fluids which con­ 
stitute three-fourths of the bulk of the 
human body passing oft' to the furnace and 
being consumed, leaving the bones and 
fibers intact with the skin still drawn over 
them, giving the outline and features of 
the body as parchment is stretched over a 
mold. 
Dr. Snively, ex-physician of the Board 
of Health of Pittsburg, was seen by a IDis­ 
patch reporter, and said: 
“It is a good 
plan; yes, it is an excellent plan. 
We all 
know of the contamination of water, the 
propagation of disease germs and the 
other objections to the usual modes of 
burial in the ground; but no remedy has 
heretofore been offered. The peopl'e can 
never be educated to cremation. 
It covers 
up all traces of foul play, is contrary 
to 
the religious views of 
the peo­ 
ple, 
and 
can 
never 
become 
popular. 
The 
proposed 
method 
is 
perfectly natural; no chemicals or other 
foreign mean' 
are 
neeiled to dispose 
of the body. The fatty substance merelv 
wastes away in a natural way, the only 
d.fference being that the decomposed gases 
and va¡)or are carried away and consumed, 
instead of being confined and at last burst­ 
ing their bounds aud permeating the soil 
and the air of our cities with the breath 
of death. 
“The method cannot be offensive or re­ 
volting. 
There is nothing to make it so. 
The body goes through the changes by a 
natural method, and the tissue is vaporized 
by the air—the breath of God. It is much 
more revolting, indeed, to think of the 
body lying in the grave rotting and often 
bursting with the decomposed gases.” 
The doetor here paused in the conversa­ 
tion, and going to a closet brought and 
handed to the reporter a human arm all 
shriveled up. 
“That,” he said, “is the arm 
of a girl who died ten years ago. 
I was 
dissecting the body when I was at college. 
I had taken the cuticle off the arm and 
separated ihe veins and arteries, and then 
laid it aside on the table aud turned to 
other work. 
It lay there for some time 
neglected. A t last I happened to notice 
that no offensive odor came from it, and 
that it was dried up. 
The girl had died 
of consumption and was very much ema­ 
ciated, and there was hardly anv flesh 
on the arm ; but what was left was dried 
up, leaving the bones, tendons, muscles, 
nails, arteries, etc., intact, and if the skin 
had been left on the arm would now have 
no appearance of death, except that the 
skin would be like parchment, and the 
shape would be perfectly preserved. 
“The arm, as you see, has no odor. The 
tendons are still moist, as though they 
had been oiled, and this has probably kept 
the arm from molding.” 
I)r. MeKelvy also thought the plan a 
good one. 
He said that the high prices 
paid for lots in cemeteries ought to pay the 
expense of buriai in a mausoleum, and the 
large surplus in the treisury of the Alle­ 
gheny Cemetery Company, and its large 
capitalization proves such an undertaking 
to be feasible, though it would, of course, 
require immense capital. 
Dr. McCann did not have time to give 
the reporter a chat, but said the plan was 
a good one. 
However, he is an advocate of 
cremation. 
Dr. English had not studied the matter 
up, but thought that it was feasible in some 
cases, but not in others. 
Dr. Hayes thought the scheme an excel­ 
lent one, and far better than cremation, but 
said he would like to see it tried before he 
gave a final expression as to its merits. 


WHAT WE KNOW OF LEPBOSY. 


The Present Status of the Controver-y 
Ainong the Physicians. 
Our knowledge is largely inferential, 
and the facts which come under our indi­ 
vidual notice, and point in some particular 
direction, naturally impress us more than 
those which are observed by other per­ 
sons, which perhaps may lead to a diti'er- 
ent conclusion. According to the principal 
theories in vogue in recent time leprosv 
may be acquired by (1) heredity, (21 by a 
diet of imperfectly cooked or decotrqiosing 
fish, and (3) by contagion. 
The Nor­ 
wegian physicians for many years sup- 
p rted the doctrine of heredity, and to 
this day numerous observers in all parts of 
the world consider that the disease is 
transmitted from generation to generation. 
As Jonathan Hutchinson has well shown, 
and as all of us know, Englishmen and 
others who have no family taint are occa­ 
sionally liable to become leprous when 
they dwell in countries where the disease 
is endemic. Heredity therefore has, some­ 
times at any rate, nothing whatever to do 
with its development. 
Were ‘ leprosy to 
any material extent hereditary we might 
reasonably expect to titul cases among the 
descendants of the lepers who have emi­ 
grated from Norway to the United State'. 
Dr. Hansen, '«ho recently visited North 
America for the purpose of investigating 
this question, fouud, however, that of the 
1(50 Norwegian lepers who had settled in 
the States of \\ iscousin, Minnesota and 
Dakota, none of the offspring—in some 
cases as for as the great-grandchildren— 
have shown signs of the disease. 
With 
the eminent exception of Mr. Jonathan 
Hutchinson, the “fish theory” has now 
little scientific support. Although the 
principal centers of leprosy are often in 
districts, as on the coast of Norway, where 
fish, frequently in an uncooked, salted or 
dried state, forms a staple article of too l, 
we must remember that the disease is 
widely prevalent where fish is rarelv or 
never eaten, e. ;/., in some inland districts 
of India, China and Brazil, and that num­ 
bers of individuals in Scandinavia, Africa 
and elsewhere, who largely consume fish, 
and even stale fish, never develop tiie dis­ 
ease. A belief in the contagiousness of 
leprosy was formerly almost universal, 
with the resuit that rigorous measures 
of 
isolation 
were 
nearly everywhere 
adopted, but during the last half century 
the “contagion theory” has fallen some­ 
what into abeyance—at least in the medi­ 
cal mind—mainly in consequence of the 
arguments of Drs. Danielsen and Boeek 
in their celebrated treatise, published in 
1848, and of the authoritative expression 
of opinion on the part of the committee 
of the Royal College of Physicians in 1857, 
whose valuable report, as iris Royal High­ 
ness, the Prince of Wales, lias stated, was 
drawn up after extensive inquiries carried 
out under the Duke of Newcastle. 
At the present time, however, the view 
that the disease can be contracted by the 
healthy from those who are suffering from 
leprosy is undoubtedly gaining ground, 
and 
facts are 
certainly accumulating 
which point to this conclusion. 
It mu-i 
nevertheless be admitted,on the one hand, 
that there is a vast amount of negative 
evidence ia reference to the commuuica- 
bility of leprosy from person to person, 
and, on the other, that the supporters of 
the theory are able to produce but very 
few clear and trustworthy cases which 
cannot be otherwise accounted for than by 
pure contagion. 
In tiie words, however, 
of a Dublin physician who has published 
almost as good an instance of tiie corn- 
municability of leprosy from One man to 
another as it is possible to obtain, “one 
fragment of positive evidence 
carries 
more weightrthan a vast amoHnt of nega­ 
tive evidence.” 
The important discovery 
of Dr. Hansen in Norway that a certain 
microscopic fungus much resembling that 
which is characteristic of “tubercle,” is al­ 
ways to be found in the diseased tissues of 
a leper—an observation which has been 
over and over again 
corroborated by­ 
pathologists in all parts of the world— 
has had much to do with the growing 
belief tiiat leprosy must be regarded as a 
specific infective “bacillary” disease.— Dr. 
I ’hinea* S. Abraham, in the Fortnightly T!c- 
view.

SORGHUM. 


O ne H u n d red an d F ifty G allons M ade 
F ro m an A cre o f C ane. 
[Red Bluff Sentinel.] 
E. Tuom pson, oi this county, whose farm 
is about five m iles west oi town, planted an 
acre aud a half to sorghum on red, brushy 
hill land. 
The growth has been good, the 
stalks growing nine feet high, large and 
well m atured. 
Mr. Thom pson planted the 
sorghum as an experim ent, rather than for 
profit, and the experim ent has proved a 
success in every particular. 
H e crushed 
the cane from an acre, boiled the juice, au d 
obtained about 150 gallons of very thick 
syrup, a sam ple of which can be seen at the 
Sentinel office. 
Mr. Thompson grew sorghum in Illinois, 
ninety-five m iles south of Chicago, twelve 
years ago, and is familiar with its growth 
and the manufacture of syrup, sugar and 
“Golden Drip.” 
H e says the sorghum 
grown on his place this year is better than 
that he raised in Illinois—the sap or juice 
being much sweeter, contains more sac­ 
charine matter than the Eastern product. 
He intends to plant ten acres more to 
sorghum next year, and w ill crush and 
manufacture the entire crop into syrup, 
and if there is not a market for it here he 
will shin it to a San Francisco refinery. 
One gallon of sorghum syrup w ill make 
two gallons of "Golden Drip,” which retails 
at 95 cents a gallon in this market. 
Mr. Thom pson’s neighbors are consider­ 
ably excited, and several of them will plant 
from five to ten acres to sorghum next 
spring. 
The growth is rapid and the yield 
large, and the product cau be made quite 
profitable.
